ONLY a quarter of the coun¬ 
ty’s speed cameras are actu¬ 
ally working, it has been 
revealed. 

Of Kent’s 76 fixed safety cameras 
just one in four contains live film, 
with a massive 75 per cent just empty 
units put in place to deter drivers 
from speeding. 

Nationally around 47 per cent are 
operational at any one time, but only 
25 per cent are working in Kent. 

In 2009, 30,911 speeding tickets 
were issued in the county, costing 
drivers a total of £2 million in fines. 

A report commissioned by the RAC 
in November found that if all speed 
cameras were switched off nationally 
there would be 800 more people killed 
or seriously injured on UK roads. 

The study by consumer watchdog 
Which? found three quarters of fixed 
cameras in Kent were duds. 

Katherine Barrett, from the Kent 


and Medway Safety Camera Partner¬ 
ship, said the report was correct. 

“It is true that one in four cameras 
have live film in them at any one time 
but all the cameras are ‘working’ in 
that they are reducing casualties at 
those specific sites, which is their 
main objective,” she said. 

“All safety cameras have live film in 
them at some point; however, priority 
goes to those sites where casualties 
and/or offence levels are higher. 

“If a camera does not contain film, it 
will have a dummy unit in it which 
flashes just above the speed limit as a 
deterrent and reminder to drivers.” 

Ms Barrett said there was no incen¬ 
tive to put live film in all the cameras 
as it would be too expensive. 

“The camera being at the side of the 
road is often enough of a deterrent to 
stop people speeding,” she said. 

“It is irrelevant to us how many 
tickets are issued - as long as casual¬ 
ties and speeds are reduced, that 
camera is doing its job. 

“We are happy to publish the fact

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Decision expected in 
battle to save school 
upgrading projects 


EDUCATION chiefs at County 
Hall have been at the High Court 
all week to challenge the 
Government over the scrapping of 
the Building Schools for the Future 
programme, writes Marijke Cox. 

Kent County Council is fighting education 
secretary Michael Gove’s decision to axe the 
scheme at schools in advanced stages of the 
process, arguing it could leave the county’s 
taxpayers with a massive £10 million bill 
in liabilities. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter told KoS last 
month he was not disputing the move to 
scrap the “extravagant” BSF programme, but 
was challenging the decision to stop progress 
on schools which were just months away from 
undergoing work. 

Unfairly 

“By cancelling these projects we have a lia¬ 
bility to pay building contractors’ aborted fees 
which may add up to £10m,” he said. 

Tory-run KCC brought the case to the High 
Court alongside five Labour-run councils - 
Waltham Forest, Luton, Nottingham, Sand- 
well Metropolitan, and Newham. 

They argued that Government acted 
“unfairly and unlawfully” and that stopping 
the building, rebuilding and refurbishing of 
projects in their areas was arbitrary and 


legally flawed. The local authorities have 
asked Mr Justice Holman to order the educa¬ 
tion secretary to reconsider individual 
schemes. 

A decision was expected yesterday, 
although a KCC spokesman said a reserve 
decision could be made where the judge 
would go away and review evidence, deliver¬ 
ing the verdict at a later date. 

The celebrated £55 billion Building Schools 
for the Future scheme was introduced by 
Labour in 2003 in a bid to improve every sec¬ 
ondary school in the country. 

Kent’s overall programme - the largest 
building scheme in Europe - was worth 
an estimated £1.8bn and County Hall 
officials believed it could transform 21st cen¬ 
tury education. 

Eleven schools were built or refurbished 
under the programme. 

Others which were preparing for refurbish- 
ments were told in July last year it would not 
be happening. 

Ten of the schools were in advanced stages 
of the scheme, with work due to start on some 
within months of the announcement that the 
project was being scrapped. 

KCC argued it was unfair schools so far into 
the process had the work cancelled, and said 
it would cost millions in liabilities. 

A County Hall spokesman said: “The 
programme was complex and, at the time 
that it was stopped, more than 40 Kent 


schools were affected. These were at various 
stages of development, with some complete 
and others close to starting construction. 

“Both the council and its partners have 
invested significant resources in the pro¬ 
gramme and cancellation exposes council tax¬ 
payers in Kent to substantial liabilities. 

“Having exhausted all other avenues, we 
are now progressing with a judicial review. 
This review is of the decision to stop the 
Building Schools for the Future programme.” 

A Department for Education spokesman 
said the scheme was “unnecessarily complex, 
poor value for money and unaffordable in the 
economic climate”. 

Robust 

He added: “In none of the cases are these 
local authorities challenging the wider deci¬ 
sion to end BSF. 

“We are robustly defending the claims 
made by the local authorities and believe we 
have a strong case. 

“The coalition government has been clear 
that the end of BSF is not the end of school 
rebuilding. 

“That’s why we have launched a compre¬ 
hensive review of all capital spending so that 
school building can be done more efficiently 
and quickly.”

that 25 per cent of safety cameras in the 
county are live at any one time and cannot 
imagine that anyone would want to actually 
run the risk of seeing which ones are not.” 

Several county councils in the UK have 
scrapped speed cameras due to funding cuts 
from Government. 

Kent County Council revealed last year it 
was reviewing the effectiveness of its speed 
cameras, although it denied there were 
immediate plans to scrap them. 

An RAC spokesman said the organisation’s 


own study suggested moves to take cameras 
away would be a mistake. 

“They save lives and demonstrate value for 
money and most people accept the need for 
them,” he said. 

But the Association of British Drivers said 
they wanted the cameras scrapped altogether. 

Kent spokesman Ian Taylor said: ‘We have 
always said that these cameras do not do a lot 
for road safety. Money needs to be spent on 
making driver training better. 

“It’s very interesting that only a quarter of 
the cameras actually have film in them now 


there is less funding. It seems to be more 
about politics.” 

Mr Taylor added: “The Association of 
British Drivers would like to see all speed 
cameras gone and more proactive work 
towards road safety.” 

A spokesman from Which? said people were 
probably unaware that some fixed speed 
cameras did not contain film. 

He added: “The chances of being caught 
depend on where you are driving.” 

Kent has 76 fixed safety cameras and 60 
mobile camera van sites.

A RISING star in football referee¬ 
ing has branded sexist Sky pun¬ 
dits “backward thinking” and 
warned they had taken the sport 
a step in the wrong direction. 

Former Charlton ladies player Chloe Petts 
said she was angered by Andy Gray and 
Richard Keys’ off-air rant ahead of last 
Saturday’s Liverpool versus Wolves match. 

The long-serving commentators - thinking 
their microphones were off - made sexist 
remarks about explaining the offside rule to 
female assistant referee Sian Massey. 

Days later more footage emerged of Gray 
making sexist comments with Sky Sports 
touchline reporter Andy Burton, who was 
suspended from appearing at the Carling 
Cup semi-final on Wednesday. 

Miss Petts, from Sittingboume, said: “At 
first I thought it must have been said tongue 
in cheek but when I actually heard it I 
realised they actually genuinely believed 
what they were saying. 

“I think what they said was very backward 
thinking and a step in the wrong direction 
for women in football.” 

Keys phoned Miss Massey to apologise for 
his remarks the day he was exposed. 

Both were hauled off air 
for Monday’s Bolton Wand¬ 
erers versus Chelsea match. 

But yet more footage 
emerged of Gray and 
Keys making inappropriate 
comments about female 
Sky colleagues. 

On Tuesday Gray was 
sacked and on Thursday 
Keys resigned. 

Ahead of the sacking, Miss 
Petts said to take that kind 
of disciplinary action would 
be quite extreme: “They 
should be given a hefty fine 
and I think it was right they were not 
allowed to commentate on Monday’s match. 

“I think the shame is enough punishment

for them though. Imagine how Andy Gray 
will feel coming back to commentate?” 

The Highsted Grammar School pupil said 


she had experienced sexism in football and 
questioned how people thought they could 
get away with it. 

“I was told that I was just as bad as the 
last woman referee,” she said. “I was really 
angry. I had refereed a good game. 

“I’ve run the line for a black referee and 
racist comments were made. Or for an over¬ 
weight ref comments are also made. It’s not 
just sexism - it’s people thinking they can 
get one up on the ref. 

“Making a mistake is nothing to do with 
gender - all referees can make mistakes.” 

Tory MP for Chatham and Aylesford 
Tracey Crouch, who is an FA qualified foot¬ 
ball coach and manager, called the sexist 
comments ignorant, stupid and naive. 

“They spend most of their time in their 
commentary box looking at Premier League 
games and not actually seeing the thou¬ 
sands of women playing or officiating foot¬ 
ball matches up and down the country every 
weekend,” she said. “There has been a revo¬ 
lution in the women’s game. 

“I think they should be made to commen¬ 
tate on all future women’s internationals 
and Premiership games.” 

Ms Crouch, who coaches Meridian Girls 
Under-13s in Chatham, started playing foot¬ 
ball when she was eight-years-old and 
played competitively while at university. 

Sports minister and MP for Faversham 
and Mid-Kent Hugh Robertson said he was 
disappointed to hear the comments at a time 
when the country is trying to get more 
women participating and officiating in sport. 


Kate Middleton 
kicked off site 

A MOTHER from Pembury has been booted 
off social networking website Facebook - for 
having the same name as royal bride-to-be 
Kate Middleton. 

Just to add salt in the wound, our Kate saw 
her account suspended, despite having it 
active for two years. 

She was stunned to be barred from using her 
account and be accused of impersonating the 
fiancee of Prince William. 

Kent’s Ms Middleton had tried to send a 
message to friends, only to be told her account 
had been closed as she was an impostor. 

She said: “They said I couldn’t use my name 
because I was impersonating someone famous, 
which I’m not, as I am Kate Middleton.” 

Ms Middleton has been waiting to see if 
Facebook would reactivate her account. A 
spokesman for the site admitted it makes the 
occasional mistake. 

Temple charity 
thief locked up 

A BURGLAR who stole money from a Sikh 
Temple’s charity box has been jailed for two 
years and six months. 

Patrick Delaney, of no fixed address, broke 
into the Byron Road Gurdwara in Gillingham 
on September 27, last year. 

Officers found the 40-year-old in the toilets 
holding a bag with loose coins in it. 

The cash is thought to have been taken from 
a charity box that had been forced open. 

A number of items taken from an upstairs 
flat were also found in a garden next door. 

Delaney had sneaked into the premises ear¬ 
lier that day and assaulted a man who con¬ 
fronted him. 

The thief kicked the man, who fell down 
some stairs. 

Delaney pleaded guilty to charges of burgla¬ 
ry and assault and was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 


£500m gas power plant 
approved for Isle of Grain 


THE GOVERNMENT has approved plans for a 
new gas-fired power station to generate enough 
energy to supply almost 1.5 million homes. 

Energy minister Charles Hendry gave com¬ 
pany Scottish Power the go ahead to build the 
plant near Hoo on the Isle of Grain in 
Medway, next to the existing gas-fired 
Damhead Creek station. 

The development is expected to cost around 
£500 million. The existing station powers one 
million households. 

Scottish Power said the plant would support up 
to 1,000 construction jobs over three years and, 
when operational, would create 50 skilled jobs.

Mr Hendry said it would be one of the 
most efficient plants in the world and be 
carbon capture ready. 

MP for Rochester and Strood, Mark 
Reckless, welcomed the announcement. 

He said: “There has been a growing need 
to improve the South East’s energy security 
for some time. This will be one of the most 
efficient power plants in the world, and pro¬ 
duce relatively low C02 emissions. 

“Given the rural nature of the Hoo 
Peninsula, particularly the Marshes 
Special Protection Area, it is reassuring to 
hear that Natural England has confirmed 
that the proposed development will not 
adversely affect the local environment.” 

Mr Reckless said he welcomed the com¬ 
mitment form Scottish Power to provide 
employment for local residents. 

“Particularly in light of the closure of 
Kingsnorth due to overbearing EU regula¬ 
tions,” he added. 

“After years of dithering under the last 
government we are now taking the steps 
needed to secure our country’s future ener¬ 
gy supply whilst providing new jobs locally.” 

But Steve Dawe, of the Kent Green Party, 
said other alternatives should have been 
looked at. 

He said: It is going to last longer than oil 
and there are more potential sources, but 
the problem with this particular power sta¬ 
tion is they don’t seem to have looked at 
alternatives. 

“They could have looked at greater ener¬ 
gy efficiency in general. Looking at renew¬ 
able energy for the site hasn’t been done.”

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Development 
fears as forests 
put up for sale 

A CAMPAIGN to save forests including 
Bedgebury Pinetum from being sold-off into 
private ownership is gaining momentum, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Green Party has accused the Govern¬ 
ment of “environmental vandalism” and con¬ 
cerns have been raised that people will no 
longer be able to access the woods, which many 
fear are also in danger of being redeveloped. 

Around 1,500 forests, stretching over 
250,000 hectares are managed by the Forestry 
Commission including Bedgebury near Goud- 
hurst, Hemsted Forest near Benenden, Kings 
Wood near Wye, Clowes Wood near Canter¬ 
bury and Lyminge Blocks. 

The Government has already pledged to sell 
15 per cent of the public forest estate by 2015 
and a consultation was launched on Thursday 
to decide the future of the remaining 85 per cent. 

The plans have sparked outrage and a 
national survey by the campaign group 38 
Degrees found that 84 per cent of people polled 
wanted forests kept in public ownership. 

Launching the consultation, Environment 
Secretary Caroline Spelman said historic 
forests such as the New Forest would be pro¬ 
tected and transferred to charitable trusts. 

Uncertainty 

But the future of forests like Bedgebury 
remains uncertain. Asked whether it would 
fall into the so-called ‘heritage forest’ category, 
a spokesman said: “It is not entirely clear. It 
has a multi-purpose use with commercial tim¬ 
ber extraction as well as the national pinetum, 
which has the world’s best collection of conifers. 
It is certainly possible and we would hope so.” 

Malcolm Dove, from Friends of Bedgebury 
Pinetum, said: “If it is passed to a commercial 
company, and they might build houses, you are 
going to lose all of the history.” 

Campaign group 38 Degrees’ Save Our 
Forests petition, which is supported by the 
Bedgebury friends, is growing fast and 
approaching 200,000. 

Stuart Jeffery, chair of the Kent Green Party, 
said: “Selling off national forests is simply 
environmental vandalism.” 

Mrs Spelman added: “State control of forests 
dates back to the First World War, when needs 
were very different. There’s now no reason for 
the Government to be in the business of tim¬ 
ber production and forest management. And 
we will make sure that public access is main¬ 
tained and biodiversity protected.”

Port Lympne gorilla becomes an internet sensation 


Walk like a man 


AMBAM the silverback gorilla is 
fast achieving great fame - 
because he walks on two legs like 
a man. 

An 18-second piece of footage of the beast 
walking upright on his hind legs like a 
human has become a YouTube sensation. 

More then 200,000 people have viewed the 
clip and visitors to Port Lympne Wildlife 
Park have been fascinated as the 21-year-old 
male - who weighs 34 stone - strides 
through his enclosure. 

The footage on the internet was filmed by 
animal researcher Johanna Watson while 
she was working for a project on great ape 
locomotion. 

Gorillas usually get around by ‘knuckle 
walking’ using the padding on their front 
hands to support their huge weight. How¬ 
ever they can stand on two feet to reach 
branches and walk short distances. Ambam 
has managed more than a few steps. 

Gorilla keeper Ingrid Naisby said: “He’s 
always liked to stand up. It’s about getting 
his balance right and he’s well practiced. He 
has perfected it.” 

Ambam was bom at Port Lympne’s sister 
park, Howletts near Canterbury and is the 
largest gorilla at the park, standing 6ft. 

Keeper Phil Ridges added: ‘We think he 
might use it to get a height advantage when 
keepers come to feed him and standing up 
can also help him in looking for food gener¬ 
ally as it gives him a better vantage point. 

“Ambam can also carry a lot more food if

he stands and uses both hands and walking 
on two feet also means he doesn’t get his 
hands wet when it is raining. 

“He was hand-raised for a few months 
when he was a year old because he became 
very ill and as a last resort he had to be 
taken away from his mother Shumba. He 
came over to Port Lympne when he was 
seven or eight years old. 

“Ambam’s father Bitam used to display 
the same behaviour if he had handfuls of 
food to cany. He also has a full sister, Tamba, 
and a half sister at Howletts, who also some¬ 
times stand and walk in the same way.” 

This week Howletts Wild Animal Park has 
launched a new one-day ticket that allows 
visitors to come back for a year for free. 

The cost of the Howletts Passport is cur¬ 
rently £18.95 for an adult and £14.95 for a 
child, with concessions available. 

Bob O’Connor, managing director of 
Howletts and Port Lympne said: “The idea is 
to give something back to our regular sup¬ 
porters by allowing them to enjoy our facili¬ 
ties time after time at no extra cost. 

“Howletts is an action packed day out, but 
the park is also an ideal place just to meet 
friends for a coffee or pop in with the kids 
for an hour. There will be different events 
running throughout the year and many new 
arrivals so we hope to see our passport hold¬ 
ers on a regular basis.” 



Cash in duvet 
seized by cops 

A MAN has been forced to hand over 
17,000 euros to the police - despite never 
having been charged with an offence. 

Mikedad Mkhon, 37, from Thames- 
mead was stopped from leaving the UK 
via Ebbsfleet International Station on 
July 15 last year. 

In his luggage was a duvet, still in its 
original wrappings. Hidden inside were 
several blocks of cash. 

Mkhon admitting knowing about a 
“few hundred euros”, he said was for 
buying designer items. He was arrested 
at Ebbsfleet and taken to Northfleet 
Police Station but was not charged. 

Now Kent Police have successfully 
made a forfeiture application at Folke¬ 
stone Magistrates Court and have seized 
the cash after Mkhon was unable to give 
a reasonable explanation for having the 
large amount of money on him. 

The sum is now worth £15,334 includ¬ 
ing interest. 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst said: “This is 
not the normal behaviour of the travel¬ 
ling public.” 

SEVEN illegal immigrants have 
been caught in raids across Kent. 
The raids took place at cafes and 
restaurants in Ramsgate, Gravesend and 
Sittingbourne and were based on intelli¬ 
gence of illegal working at four businesses, 
which could now face large fines for 
employing illegal workers. 

A woman and two men from China, an 
Iraqi male, and two Bangladeshi men were 
all found to be working illegally. All were 
placed on immigration bail and must report 
regularly while the UK Border Agency 
works towards their removal from the UK. 

Karyn Dunning, of the UK Border Agency 
in Kent, said: “We are sending a simple 
message to immigration offenders - more 
raids are planned and you will be caught.”

Likewise the character of Sherlock Holmes 
has continued to appeal, with last year see¬ 
ing a very 21st century BBC take on Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle’s ‘consulting detective’ 
who lived at 221b Baker Street in an era of 
hansom cabs, gaslights and pea-soup fogs. 

Several Hollywood films - notably Murder 
by Decree staring Christopher Plummer - 
have bought together the factual killer and 
the fictional sleuth. 

Books have also been written on the sub¬ 
ject - in one case putting forward the theory 
that they were one and the same man. 

Maniac 

But now former cruse ship entertainer 
and Dragons’ Den entrepreneur David 
Pybus has written a stage show asking how 
Holmes would have investigated the killer 
whose identity has baffled experts for more 
than a century. 

It will be staged on Tuesdays, February 1 
and 8, at the Tower Theatre, Folkestone. 

Mr Pybus said: “It is true that many people 
think Sherlock Holmes really existed. 

“I have heard the question asked - ‘why 
was the world’s greatest detective, at the 
height of his ability as the supreme deduc¬ 
tive reasoner, not bought in on the Ripper 
murders?’ 

“Well the answer is obvious - one is real 
and one isn’t. But I thought I would have a 
go at bringing their worlds together.” 

Drawing on his experience as an entertain¬ 
er - mainly on P&O ships - Mr Pybus put 
together a format which includes clues as to 
his theories on the identity and motives of 
the homicidal maniac, so the audience can 
investigate alongside Holmes. 

He said: “There were more than 100 sus¬ 
pects originally identified by the police as 
possibly being the killer and I have narrowed 
that down - via expert opinions from people 
who have studied the cases - to 20. 

“These I outline in one of the talks and 
then Holmes comes along. I’ve made it part 
of the plot that he wasn’t originally consult-

ed because of internecine rivalry within the 
police - the Metropolitan and City of London 
forces both had crimes on their patch attrib¬ 
uted to the Ripper. 

“So what I’ve done is looked at a murder 
which had similar aspects to the killings but 
took place in 1905 - well after the Ripper’s 
reign of terror. 

“I have suggested Holmes is bought in to 
allay public fears that a fresh outbreak of 


killings set to take place as Jack is back.” 

Mr Pybus, who has also been involved in 
making perfumes based on the scents of the 
past following his success in Dragons’ Den, 
has kept as much faith as possible with 
Doyle’s vision of Holmes and his world. 

He said: “There are other characters 
involved - Dr Watson and a wife I have given 
him - an American expert in psychology. 

“There is also a top US detective who helps 


to put the puzzle together. Meanwhile the 
audience can take part with riddles and 
ciphers to see what they can come up with. 

“Naturally I’m not giving it away - but 
the conclusion I have reached is an astound¬ 
ing one.”

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Passenger survey 
gives thumbs up 
to Southeastern

IT WILL come as a surprise to 
many commuters, but the majori¬ 
ty of passengers say they are sat¬ 
isfied with the service provided by 
rail operator Southeastern. 

Rail watchdog Passenger Focus published 
the results of its National Passenger Survey 
for autumn 2010 on Wednesday. 

And they showed that 80 per cent of train 
users were satisfied with the service provid¬ 
ed by the under-fire operator. 

This was the third lowest overall satisfac¬ 
tion rating for train operating companies 
nationwide, but still shows every four out of 
five passengers said they were happy with 
the service Southeastern delivers. 

However, the poll of passengers was car¬ 
ried out before trains ground to a halt during 
the freeze in December or the company 
increased fares by up to 12.8 per cent across 
the county at the start of this month. 

It also comes in stark contrast to an online 
poll conducted by this newspaper this week. 

We asked ‘what is your overall level of sat¬ 
isfaction with the service you receive from 
Southeastern trains?’ Just five per cent 
polled were ‘very satisfied’, 12 per cent were 
‘quite satisfied’, five per cent were ‘satisfied’, 
while 28 per cent were ‘disappointed’ and 48 
per cent voted ‘unacceptably bad’. 

Passenger Focus expressed concern earlier 
this month after Southeastern’s annual per¬ 
formance figures claimed 82.04 per cent of its 
trains ran on time, just above the 82 per cent 


threshold that would have triggered a five 
per cent reduction in season ticket prices. 

The pressure on Southeastern has grown 
with Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge 
Wells, meeting Southeastern’s managing 
director Charles Horton to demand answers 
about cancelled trains, punctuality targets 
and “unfair” ticket price increases. 

And North Thanet MP Roger Gale is due to 
meet rail minister Theresa Villiers on 
Tuesday next week to discuss the future of 
Southeastern’s franchise in light of the 
recent performance issues. 

A Southeastern spokesman said: “We are 
encouraged that we have matched our 
results from last year in the latest National 
Passenger Survey following the biggest 
timetable change in this region for 40 years. 

More to be done 

“We’re particularly pleased with the con¬ 
tinued success of high speed as the UK’s best 
commuter service with 94 per cent satisfac¬ 
tion. However, we recognise the survey was 
carried out before the recent exceptional 
snow and icy weather which caused major 
disruption to our services. 

“We appreciate that there is still a lot more 
that we can do to improve our service.” 

The survey, which polled nearly 31,000 
passengers at stations nationwide, found 
that for London and South East operators 83 
per cent of passengers were very or fairly sat¬ 
isfied overall, which is a slight improvement 
on autumn 2009, when it was 82 per cent. 

The lowest ratings for overall satisfaction 
were given to First Capital Connect, with 76 
per cent, with Southeastern at third lowest 
with 80 per cent. 
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Airport races on 
with horse plans

TV licence dodging 
is rife in the county

KENT has been exposed as one of 
the worst places in the country for 
dodging the TV licence fee. 

Some 9,000 people were caught watching 
television without the necessary paperwork 
last year, cheating Government out of 
£1.2 million in licence fees. 

A spokeswoman from TV Licensing said 
other counties had significantly lower figures 
and Kent was up with the worst for licence 
evasion. Medway was highlighted as one of 
the main offenders, with more than 800 
evaders in Chatham, 710 in Gillingham, and 
630 in Rochester, risking a £1,000 fine or 
prosecution. 

A colour TV licence costs £145.50 a year, 
and £49 for a black and white television. 

Ian Fannon, TV Licensing spokesman for 
the South East, said it was not fair on the 
majority of people who pay their licence fee 
for others to get away with not paying. 

“We try to give people every chance to 
get on the right side of the law, but ultimate¬ 
ly if they fail to pay, we will take action,” 
he said. 

“We take TV licence evasion very seriously 
and any householder or business caught 
watching TV without a licence can face a 
prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000. 

“We do understand that some people may 
find it difficult to pay their licence fee in one 
go, which is why we offer numerous ways to

spread the cost, including monthly Direct 
Debit, which can be set up very quickly 
online, and a weekly or monthly cash pay¬ 
ment plan.” 

Funds raised through the collection of TV 
licence fees are redistributed almost entirely 
to pay for the BBC’s domestic radio, televi¬ 
sion and internet services. 

A percentage is sometimes used in other 
ways, including to help with the digital 
switch over of Channel 4. 

Chief executive of the Money Advice Trust 
Joanna Elson said a TV licence should be 
treated as a priority debt alongside expenses 
such as mortgage or rent and council tax. 

“Those struggling with their finances 
should seek free, independent advice from a 
charitable organisation such as National 
Debtline or Citizens Advice,” she said.

MOTORING guru Quentin 
Willson has teamed up with 
Kent activist Peter Carroll to 
fight rocketing fuel prices, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The former Top Gear presenter took the 
Fair Fuel UK campaign - spearheaded by 
Shepway Lib Dem councillor Mr Carroll - 
to Parliament and handed in letters for 
every MP in protest at rising petrol costs. 

“If something isn’t done soon, it will desta¬ 
bilise the whole economy,” said Willson. 
“The soaring cost of fuel is damaging busi¬ 
nesses the length and breadth of the UK. 

“I totally support the aims of Fair Fuel 
UK and I urge everyone who cares about 
the price of fuel to sign up to the campaign.” 

Some 24,000 people have already signed 
the online petition and a further 1,800 
forms have been downloaded with the 
capacity of 20 signatures for each form. 

Shepway Lib Dem councillor and Fair 
Fuel UK campaigner Lynne Beaumont 
said: “That means potentially a further 
36,000 signatures to the petition. 

“This is a sign of the anger and despera¬ 
tion that people are feeling. 

“The letters to MPs handed in by Quentin 
are just the start of lobbying on this vital 
matter. The Government needs to listen on 
this issue and act accordingly.” 

Last week KoS revealed the anger felt by 


community leaders and business owners 
over the rising fuel costs where prices are 
now just below £1.30 per litre for petrol and 
around £1.32 for diesel. 

The rise was due in part to increases in 
global oil prices, but motorists were also hit 
by a lp fuel tax rise last October, another 
0.76p hike on New Year’s Day, and the gen¬ 
eral rise in VAT just three days later. 

Another lp hike is planned for April. 

Fair Fuel UK is co-ordinated by Cllr Carroll, 
who was behind the successful Gurkha 
rights campaign alongside actress Joanna 
Lumley. He last year sold his Maidstone- 
based haulage firm Seymour Transport. 

Speaking ahead of Tuesday’s protest at 
Parliament, which he was unable to attend 
due to being out of the country, he said: 
“The current surge in prices is hurting peo¬ 
ple and businesses all across the UK. 

“The country will be rightly furious if the 
Government seeks to hide behind ‘the envi¬ 
ronment’ as an excuse for not acting by 
scrapping the fuel duty hike planned for 
April and introducing measures to reduce 
and stabilize the price. 

“Simply using high fuel prices to force 
people out of their cars is wrong. It hurts 
vulnerable people and will drive vital busi¬ 
nesses to the wall.” 


Campaigners in Kent are calling for David 
Cameron to fulfil his pre-election pledge of put¬ 
ting in place a fuel duty stabiliser, which would 
see fuel duty fall when oil prices rise.

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Crews doubled to beat 
winter pothole legacy 


A MAJOR blitz on potholes has 
been launched, with the number 
of road crews doubled to cope with 
the demand, writes Marijke Cox. 

It follows one of the coldest Decembers on 
record, which left massive holes in Kent’s 
roads due to 'freeze thaw’ - when ice in the 
cracks of the surface melt causing damage to 
road surface. 

For the next month some 60 specialist tar¬ 
mac workers will be out in force across the 
county fixing safety-related potholes. 

The £1 million-plus drive comes ahead of a 
major repair campaign being launched this 
summer, similar to last year’s six-month £6.5 
million ‘find and fix’ scheme. 

More than 31,000 potholes were filled, with 
gangs carrying out six times the work that 
would have normally been done. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter said the authority was again looking 
for small and medium-sized engineering 
firms to get involved this year. 

He said: ‘We invested a huge amount of 
money in our road network and did a 
tremendous amount of work under the ‘find 
and fix’ campaign during last summer. 

“The response to this work was fantastic. 
Residents and businesses across Kent could 
see the difference it made to our roads. 

“In early spring we will take stock of how 
much damage has been caused by the harsh 
weather, with a view to running a similar 
campaign again this year.” 

Cllr Carter said for the current one-month 
pothole blitz, specialist firms had been draft¬ 
ed in to tackle the problem head on. 

“They will aim to make a permanent fix

where they can,” he said. “Everyone is aware 
that the public purse is under pressure. 

We are investing this money wisely now to 
reduce what would be a bigger bill further 
down the road and to minimise the problems 
potholes can cause for drivers.” 

But despite the pledge, a survey by break¬ 
down organisation AA exposed one of Kent’s 
towns as having some of the worst streets in 
the country, based on a number of factors 
including potholes, uneven pavements, faded 
road markings and litter. 

Dartford was exposed in the report as an 
area plagued by road problems, but KCC and 
the borough council disputed the allegations. 

A Dartford council spokeswoman said the 
authority had carried out research which 
found the AA survey had been based on a 
postcode area which included Gravesend, 
Bexley Bexleyheath, Erith, Sidcup and 
Welling - not just Dartford. 

Director of Kent Highway Services, John 
Burr, said the AA’s information in relation to 
potholes and road problems across Kent was 
based on just 11 respondents.

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RNLI crews rescued 502 people in 2010 


THE RNLI’s Kent volunteer lifeboat 
crews rescued 502 people last year, 
and there were 346 launches. 

In 2010, Kent lifeboat crews spent 
450 hours at sea on emergency call 
outs - about 18 days at sea. 

RNLI Ramsgate rescued 154 peo¬ 
ple from 77 launches, while Dover 
rescued 64 people, nearly twice the 
number of launches they carried out 
at 34. 

RNLI Sheemess also had a busy 


year, carrying out 89 launches, a rise 
of 16 per cent compared to 2009. 

Incidents involving sail and power 
pleasure craft accounted for more 
than 60 per cent of all launches, 
reflecting the growing rise of leisure 
craft users. 

RNLI East Divisional Inspector 
Andrew Ashton said: “RNLI Kent 
lifeboat crews continue to carry out 
a vital service, and rescuing many 
grateful people whose fate, without 


our service, may have been very 
different. 

“Our dedicated volunteers go out 
to sea in all types of weather condi¬ 
tions, including icy rain and gale 
force winds, and they’re ready to 
drop everything, as soon as their 
pagers go off, to help save lives.” 

The Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution is a charity independent 
of Government and relies on dona¬ 
tions to pay for its work.

CHILDREN and young people 
across Kent are being urged to 
stay safe online, as the authorities 
build up to next month’s Safer 
Internet Day. 

Kent County Council will be send¬ 
ing posters and guidance informa¬ 
tion to schools as part of the push on 
Tuesday, February 8, to keep people 
safe in cyberspace. 

Becki Avery, KCC e-safety officer, 
said: “Safer Internet Day is held 


annually across Europe. We will be 
taking part by running our ‘Think 
B4l? campaign. This reminds chil¬ 
dren, teachers, parents and anyone 
who uses the internet to think care¬ 
fully before shopping online, post¬ 
ing comments or talking on the web. 

“It is essential that young people 
understand that online actions have 
offline consequences. It is easy to 
forget you have a potential audi¬ 
ence of millions of people online.” 


Animal centre set for influx

THE first of what are predicted to 
be hundreds of animals aban¬ 
doned by their owners this year 
have been taken in by a leading 
charity, writes Marijke Cox. 

Staff at Battersea Dogs and Cats Home in 
Brands Hatch received two homeless dogs - 
one found stray and the other handed in by 
her owner - and a stray cat which had been 
spotted living rough for a month before being 
brought in by a member of the public. 

The dogs - Meena and Tilly - and Twiglet 
the cat will be among the thousands that 
pass through the three Battersea centres in 
Kent, Berkshire and London this year. 

In 2009, the homes took in 10,600 animals. 
The charity saw the number of pets aban¬ 
doned over Christmas rise sharply, but a 
spokeswoman for the Kent branch said the 
real influx would come in March. 

“People might get a pet for Christmas and 
by that point not want it any more,” she said.

Cats and dogs taken in by the centre are 
held for seven days, to give owners time to 
reclaim them. If they remain unclaimed, staff 
will start the search for a new home for the 
animal, possibly with one of the 11,500 people 
who visit the site each year looking for a pet. 

Battersea Brands Hatch centre manager, 
Richard King, said: “Battersea never really 
closes its doors, so animals continued to 
arrive to us over Christmas. 


“We care for over 800 animals each year at 
the Brands Hatch site, so please get in touch 
with us if you have lost your pet, and with 
luck it might have already been handed in. 

“If you think you can offer a good home to 
an unwanted dog or cat in 2011, please think 
of Battersea.” 

The charity is also seeing animals being 
left abandoned in boxes and bins. In October, 
a pregnant Jack Russell dog was dumped in 
a sealed cardboard box and left to die in 
woodland in Maidstone. 

The RSPCA was called and the dog had an 
emergency Caesarean but its puppy died. 

Battersea’s intake and assessing manager, 
Sean Welland, said: “If someone can no 
longer care for a pet for whatever reason, we 
would urged them to bring it to an animal 
rescue, but never dump or abandon them.” 

Anyone interested in taking on an animal 
from the Brands Hatch site can contact the 
re-homing team on 01474 875106 or email 
bbh.rehomers@battersea.org.uk.

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Jailed after ‘senseless’ 
punch that killed man

A KILLER who delivered a 
fatal blow during a mass 
brawl has been jailed for 
three-and-a-half years. 

Ruben White punched Saulius 
Klevinskas once, causing him to fall 
to the floor. 

The 35-year-old Lithuanian was 
rushed to hospital for emergency 
treatment, but died five days later. 

White, 22, of Kingswood Road, 
Gillingham, handed himself into 
police and was charged with 
manslaughter. He pleaded guilty to 
the offence and was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

The court heard how White and 
three other men were sitting in a car 
in Balmoral Road, Gillingham, on 
Saturday, August 21, 2110, when Mr 
Klevinskas came out of a nearby 
shop with two friends.

Someone in the car threw a drinks 
can at the group, leading to an argu¬ 
ment between the men. 

Mr Klevinskas then smashed one 
of the car’s windows, White got out of 
the vehicle and a fight broke out. 

The victim was punched once by 
White. He died at Medway Maritime 


Hospital on August 26 with his fami¬ 
ly at his bedside. 

Det Insp Geoff Payne said: “This 
was a violent assault which had fatal 
and devastating consequences. 

“Ruben White may not have 
intended to kill a man that day, but 
his aggressive actions and thought¬ 
lessness resulted in the most devas¬ 
tating circumstances imaginable. 

“I would like to thank the wit¬ 
nesses and residents for their 
help in coming forward to help with 
the police investigation into this 
incident. 

“I would also like to thank the off- 
duty Accident and Emergency nurse 
who was at the scene and attended to 
the victim before the ambulance 
arrive. 

“This was a tragic case, and high¬ 
lights how one person’s irresponsible 
actions can prove fatal. 

“If other people find themselves in 
this situation, hopefully they will not 
act so senselessly, as it is clear from 
this incident that even one punch 
can prove to be fatal.” 


ARMED police were called in and chil¬ 
dren were confined to classrooms 
after a gunman was spotted in St 
Anselm’s School field last week.

the South Pole on foot, having already suc¬ 
cessfully cycled 46,000 miles around the 
world as part of an epic four-year challenge. 

But barring any unforeseen mishaps 
Alastair knows he will find it tough to achieve 
the same level of notoriety as American rock- 
climber Aron Ralston, whose tale is told in the 
critically-acclaimed film 127 Hours. 

Ralston gained fame in 2003 when, while 
canyoning alone in Utah, he was forced to 
amputate his lower-right arm after it 
became trapped by a boulder. 

“Sadly, given I make my living out of 
telling exciting stories, I have had no such 
near-death experiences,” said Alastair, 
33. “But then that sort of thing only hap¬ 
pens if you’re a bit of an idiot really. 

“There’s a fine balance between being 
spontaneous and then a rock falling on 
your arm, but if he’d simply left a note 
telling people where he was going then 
he wouldn’t have had to cut his arm off. 

“I don’t consider what I do to be 
dangerous. It’s more about endur¬ 
ance and using common sense.” 

Alastair’s thirst for adventure 
began when he completed the 26-mile 
Yorkshire Three Peaks Challenge aged 
just eight. 

Since graduating, the intrepid explorer 
has raced a yacht across the Atlantic 
Ocean, canoed 500 miles down the Yukon 
River and even run the Marathon des 
Sables with a broken foot.

continue into next January and mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the same expedition completed by 
Captain Robert Scott in January, 1912. 

But of all the challenges taken on by 
Alastair over the years, he is in no doubt as to 
which has been the most memorable so far. 

“The round-the-world bike ride was my first 
big one and it took four years to complete, 
which was a significant chunk of my 20s,” he 
said. “It was very strange when I reached the 
end. On the one hand I was very happy and 
proud of what I had achieved, but on the other 
I was sad the whole thing had come to an end. 

“I also had no idea what I was going to do 
with my life for the next 60 years, so it was a 
real mixture of emotions. But when I realised

mine was a story that people found interest¬ 
ing, I realised there were opportunities out 
there for me.” 

Alastair has since written three books 
about his various adventures, entitled Moods 
of Future Joys, Ten Lessons from the Road, 
and Thunder and Sunshine. 

He also gives inspirational talks to would- 
be explorers, including on January 29, when 
he will appear at the Adventure Travel Live 
show at London’s Horticultural Halls.

Ancient records 
threatened by 
council cutbacks 


THE archives at Canterbury 
Cathedral, containing everything 
from original medieval charters to 
historical photographs, are under 
threat due to a Kent County 
Council restructure. 

Archivists have been conserving and pro¬ 
tecting city records continuously for 1,300 
years, but the council’s decision will mean 
many of the documents will be moved to 
Maidstone. 

Currently the cathedral has a partnership 
with Kent County Council, as the archives in 
Canterbury hold many council records and 
much family history material. Because of 
this, the council directly employs most of the 
archive staff. 

Saddened 

If those staff were to be removed, either the 
archives would have to be closed to the public 
or the cathedral would have to employ staff 
from money it needs for structural repairs. 

A cathedral spokesman said: “The cathe¬ 
dral is saddened by Kent County Council’s 
decision to terminate the long-standing 
agreement between KCC and the cathedral, 
which has been in place since the mid-1980s.

“We are now looking at other ways to con¬ 
tinue both the preservation of the cathedral’s 
own archives and making them available to 
the public. Until we know more about KCC’s 
plans, we cannot comment further.” 

Although Kent County Council is still dis¬ 
cussing its plans with the cathedral, the deci¬ 
sion to remove the council’s archives and 
funding from Canterbury has been made. 

KCC cabinet member for community serv¬ 
ices, Cllr Mike Hill, said: “From 2012 we plan 
to withdraw from the current partnership 
with Canterbury Cathedral Archive. 

“As part of our work to modernise our 
Archive and Local History Service we will be 
bringing together our archive collections 
from across the county and helping the pub¬ 
lic access them in new and innovative ways. 

“KCC members have taken the decision to 
move all of the collections we are responsible 
for to the purpose-built Kent History and 
Library Centre in Maidstone, which will be 
opening to the public in 2012. 

“This will mean we can best care for the 
collections and the public will have better 
access than at our existing archive centres. 

‘We intent to move the very small collec-

tion owned by KCC to the new centre 
where there will be a purpose-built conser¬ 
vation suite and digitisation facility.” 

The future is uncertain for the eight or 
nine expert KCC archivists who work in 
Canterbury Some may be relocated to 
Maidstone, some may be taken on by the 
cathedral, but they may be made redun¬ 
dant, ending a tradition of record-keeping 
built up over 1,300 years. 

Cllr Hill said: “We are in discussions with 
the Cathedral Archive around the impact of 
these changes on staffing and where collec¬ 
tions should be based. We understand the 
cathedral intends to run an archive service.” 

But the cathedral spokesman said no 
decision had yet been made.

Coalition not doing bad job, 
says a politician who knows 


AS A former member of the only 
coalition ever to have run Kent 
County Council, Trudy Dean is 
well aware of the difficulties the 
Government currently faces. 

Given the current Conservative dominance 
of not just County Hall, but of Kent’s political 
landscape in general, one would be forgiven for 
being ignorant of the fact that between 1993 
and 1997, the Garden of England was con¬ 
trolled by a Labour-Lib Dem administration. 

Cllr Dean was there at the time - albeit not 
in her current role as Lib Dem leader of the 
opposition on KCC - and the experience has 
taught her to not to be too harsh on others who 
find themselves in a similar position. 

“I would give the Coalition Government a 
seven or eight out of 10 so far, which is proba¬ 
bly the best one could hope for,” she said. 

‘We didn’t win the election and, as happened 
at KCC when we joined with Labour, I think 
we had no choice but to push our wish lists 
together. 

Tuition fees 

“Being in a coalition is very hard work. To 
get anything through you have to persuade 
members of both parties, and it’s clear there’s 
a lot of burning the candle at both ends. 

“However, I’ve made no secret of the fact that 
I’m very unhappy with the tuition fee increas¬ 
es and I think we will pay as a nation if there 
is a fall-off of students as a result. 

“I find it difficult to understand why, when 
everyone else is having to make do with less, 
the universities should be able to treble their 
tuition fees in just one year. That doesn’t make 
any sense to me. 


Lib Dem chief recalls power-sharing on KCC

“However, I think the best things we have 
done are to link the state pension to the cost of 
living, and to start to relieve those earning less 
than £10,000 from tax.” 

Earlier this month KCC leader Cllr Paul 
Carter announced the authority must make 
savings of £95 million during 2011-12, and 
that 1,500 posts will be lost in the next four 
years as a result. 

The budget is based on a reduction in gov¬ 
ernment grants of more than 10 per cent, or 
about £58m. 

Cllr Dean said she thought councils were 
being forced to accept more than their fair 
share of the cuts. 

We’re taking a far higher budget cut than 
any other form of public service and I don’t 
think that’s necessary, or the right thing to do,” 
she added. 

“Over the next few months we are going to 
see what the cuts mean on the ground in Kent. 
For example, £400,000 will be disappearing 
from supporting bus routes, but we don’t yet 
know which ones will go. 

“The Conservatives in KCC are in a difficult 
position, but it’s extremely disappointing that 
they have been unable to persuade their col¬ 
leagues on a national level that the cuts are 
too big and too fast.” 

Now 64, former girls’ school teacher Cllr 
Dean was elected to the county council in 1985 
and has represented the Mailing Central ward 
ever since.

Parish Council and of the Mailing Action 
Partnership. 

However, aside from those four years in the 
late 1990s, she has had to contend with being 
a small Lib Dem fish in a big Conservative 
pond that holds 72 of 83 available seats. 

“Because of the first-past-the-post system 
the Tories have a very large majority, and I 


don’t think that’s healthy,” said Cllr Dean. 

“The council is far less democratic than it 
could be as a result. We have a system where 
the backbenchers are supposed to hold the 
cabinet to account, but only one scrutiny com¬ 
mittee - the one that I chair - is chaired by a 
member of an opposition party. 

We’re asking a large group of Conservative 
councillors to say whether their Conservative 
cabinet members have done the right thing, 
and not surprisingly, they’re very loathe to say 
they haven’t. 

Scrutiny 

“Take the elderly care home closures for 
instance. It’s clear there’s quite a lot of concern 
among Tory members, but no-one has carried 
it through to voting against the proposals. 

“The scrutiny system does not work effec¬ 
tively at KCC, and I hope that in the next year 
or so we have a new system that better 
involves people on the ground, like residents 
and local societies.” 

Despite having retired from her professional 
working life, the married mother of two views 
her role as Lib Dem leader as a full-time job 
that keeps her busy beyond the normal nine- 
to-five hours. 

“I don’t find it difficult to lead the party, 
because we have an extremely talented group 
of people,” she said. “But when the numbers 
are so small, it’s difficult to keep track and 
campaign on every issue, so we have to concen¬ 
trate on the most important ones. 

“In terms of time commitments, my diary is 
very full and I have to be careful to pro¬ 
gramme some chill-out time. 

“I like to visit family, read books and I’m 
learning how to watercolour paint. I used to do 
it at school and got involved with it again 
about five years ago. 

“It’s not relaxing though. It’s infuriating 
because I can’t do it well enough, but at least 
it concentrates my mind on something com¬ 
pletely different to council matters.”

Dave Fox, Ashford Athletics Club’s hon¬ 
orary secretary, said: “The system will help 
raise the high standards of service and 
facilities at the Julie Rose Stadium.” 


KCC takes on powers 
to make us healthier 


THE head of Kent County Council 
has welcomed NHS reforms that 
will give the authority more power 
to help improve public health. 

Under plans confirmed by Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley last week, local councils will 
take back the responsibility for public health 
they previously enjoyed until 1974. 

This means authorities like KCC will have 
more control over measures to reduce obesity, 
stop people smoking, tackle binge-drinking 
and so on. 

Speaking at a meeting in the House of 
Lords, the council’s group managing direc¬ 
tor Katherine Kerswell said the reforms 
provided an opportunity to drive positive 
change in communities. 

She said: “When I was chief executive in 
Solihull, the area of Chelmsley Wood in the 
north of the borough had very poor health 
outcomes and the only two restaurants 
available were a Chunky Chippy and a 
well-known burger 
chain - that was it. 

“I can remember 
thinking how we 
could use our plan¬ 
ning policy to say 
no more takeaways 
and drive health 
improvements in 
that way. 

“Now we have 
the opportunity to 
see how we can 
take that next very 
big step.” 

Arguably the 
biggest reforms set 
out in the health 
and social care bill 
involve the axing of England’s 152 primary 
care trusts and the transfer of commission¬ 
ing powers to groups of GPs. 

They will be responsible for buying in 
patient care from 2013, with a new NHS 
commissioning board overseeing the 
process. 

Local authorities will have to work much 
more closely with family doctors as a result, 
which Mrs Kerswell agreed was essential 
to the future of the health service. 

She said: “I think we will see some enor¬ 
mous benefits and that bringing responsi¬ 
bility for public health to local government 
will be very powerful. 

“But there are issues related to local GP 
consortia, because GPs aren’t used to work¬ 
ing with politicians and big strategies, so 
we’ve got a lot of groundwork and building 
relationships to be done there. I’m very pos¬ 
itive about it.” 

Mrs Kerswell was invited to the Lords to

give evidence to the science and technology 
sub-committee, which is investigating how 
best to change the public’s behaviour to 
achieve policy goals, including reducing carbon 
emissions. 

She was joined by representatives of both 
Weightwatchers and obesity campaign Mend 
to give examples of how such organisations 
have successfully tackled the growing problem 
of obesity among both adults and children. 


Obese and overweight patients cost Kent 
taxpayers more than £564 million in 2007 - a 
figure that is expected to increase by £62m a 
year by 2015. 

Despite highlighting some of the projects 
being used in Kent to tackle such health prob¬ 
lems - including Activmob and the House 
campaign for young people - Mrs Kerswell 
warned that people could not be forced to 
change their lifestyles. 

She said: “In this country there’s a freedom 
to be fat if you wish, and we have to be very 
careful about how we model policies, whether 
local or national, about lifestyle choices.”

Flood survival tips 
will save your life 


ESSENTIAL survival techniques 
will be taught to householders 
and businesspeople to prepare 
them for a major flood in Swale. 

The Environment Agency said it had 
included the district in one of the country’s 
biggest emergency exercises because of the 
high risk of a natural disaster. 

Government agencies, emer¬ 
gency services and a raft of profes¬ 
sionals will take part in a one-day 
event, codenamed Exercise 
Watermark, to be held in 
Leydown, Sheppey. 

Organisers say its aim is to 
ensure the community is able to 
work together, quickly and effec¬ 
tively in the case of a real flooding 
emergency. 

Amanda Davies, spokesman for 
the National Flood Forum, urged 
people to take the event seriously. 

She said: “Climate change has 
seen a number of devastating floods recently, 
including huge parts of Australia and Brazil. 

“People may not think it will happen to 
them but this is a very real risk and they 
must be prepared. 

“Exercise Watermark aims to cover a range 
of issues, from becoming trapped in buildings 
to practical issues, such as where to live after 
a flood and how to sort out insurance claims. 

“It will also demonstrate ways to protect 
your property from flooding and the emer¬ 
gency items you may need in such an event. 

“There is a high risk of flooding in Swale

and the information on hand is something 
people really need to think about now.” 

Exercise Watermark will offer free advice 
on how to make a personalised, flood plan 
and flood kit. It will also showcase flood 
defence equipment and offer peo¬ 
ple the opportunity to talk to 
manufacturers and experts. 

A spokesman for The Depart¬ 
ment of Environment said: “The 
recent floods in Australia are a 
stark warning of the devastation 
a flood can leave behind. By 
knowing the risk and taking 
action to prepare, people can 
reduce both the financial cost of 
damaged possessions and the 
emotional cost. 

“This important event will help 
the people of Swale learn more 
about flood risk and how they can 
protect their home or business. 

“The Environment Agency will be on hand 
to help people find out if their home or busi¬ 
ness is at risk of flooding and what vital steps 
they can take to reduce that risk.” 

Exercise Watermark will take place at 
Merlin’s Entertainment Complex, 47 
Leysdown Road, Leysdown on Sea, Isle of 
Sheppey from 3-7.30pm on Wednesday, 
February 9.

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Murderer who fled 
justice in jail at last 


A KILLER is finally in cus¬ 
tody after being sentenced 
to 12 years in prison for a 
murder in 2003. 

Kamaljit Kalon, known as Bobby, 
was stabbed in Gordon Promenade 
off Commercial Road in Gravesend, 
on July 10, 2003. 

He suffered multiple stab wounds, 
including a fatal wound to the neck. 
Mr Kalon, 31, also had bite marks 
on his right arm. 

Witness saw two bare-chested, 
blood-stained men flee the area 
shortly after the fight. 

Officers identified Guljinder 
Singh Gurewel and Baljinder Singh 
Kooner as suspects, but both men 
fled the country. 

In December, 2007, Gurewel, aged 
33, was arrested as he attempted to 
smuggle himself back into the UK 
at the Thames Europort in 
Dartford. He was charged with mur¬ 
der and in 2008 was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

Shortly after the sentencing of 
Gurewel, the courts issued a war¬ 
rant for the arrest of Kooner. He was 
arrested by French police in 
September, 2009, and extradited to 
be charged with murder. 

The court heard how the two men

had left the country a few days after 
the murder and headed towards 
Italy. 

Now Kooner has also been found 
guilty of murder by an Old Bailey 
jury, and will serve at least 12 years 
before being considered for parole. 

Mr Kalon left behind his widow 
Ravinder, to whom he had been 
married for two years, and her three 
children by a previous marriage. 

Det Insp Ian Rogerson, from the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said: “Our thoughts 


remain with Ravinder and her fam¬ 
ily, and we hope the verdict brings 
some closure to the terrible events 
in 2003. 

“Kent Police has remained dedi¬ 
cated to bringing both offenders for 
this terrible crime before the courts, 
and we are pleased that the jury has 
returned a guilty verdict.” 

During the investigation, officers 
established that Mr Kalon had left 
his home in Sidcup on July 10 and 
gone to meet some men he knew. 

The court heard how CCTV had 
captured a fight breaking out in the 
Promenade area of Gravesend just 
after 8pm. An ambulance was called 
and Mr Kalon was taken to Darent 
Valley Hospital, but died later that 
evening. 

Witnesses described Kooner as 
the man who held Mr Kalon down 
while a second man stabbed him. 
DNA taken from bite marks on Mr 
Kalon’s arm belonged to Kooner. 

The prosecution said a dispute 
had occurred over a friendship 
between Mr Kalon and a woman in 
the area. 

On sentencing Kooner, the judge 
said: “This was a vicious attack. No 
mercy was shown. 

“You are not entitled to take the 
law into your own hands. He stood 
no chance.”

Amb ulance crews 
face £5,000 pay cut

FRONTLINE ambulance 
staff could lose £5,000 a 
year, due to “appalling” cost¬ 
cutting by the NHS. 

Critics have blasted the move and 
claim the changes, which involve a 
review of unsocial hours payments, 
could have a devastating impact on 
employees and their families. 

The GMB union warned patient 
safety could also be put in jeopardy, 
and Labour MEP for the South East 
Peter Skinner said it could threaten 
the quality of the ambulance service. 

But the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
(SECAmb), which serves 4.5 million 
people in Kent, Sussex and Surrey, 
defended the move, saying the sys¬ 
tem needed to be fairer on staff and 
taxpayers. 

A spokesman said employees were 
currently paid for working unsocial 
hours, regardless of whether or not 
they worked them. 

He explained how terms and condi¬ 
tions called Agenda for Change, 
introduced in 2004 for all NHS staff, 
included an entitlement of 25 per 
cent payment for those who worked

more than 21 unsocial hours per 
week. 

However, the system was not able 
to accurately calculate the amount 
worked and calculations were there¬ 
fore based on rota patterns. 

He said: “The majority of frontline 
staff are paid the full 25 per cent 
unsocial hours premium, regardless 
of whether or not they have worked 
more than 21 unsocial hours per 
week on average. 

“However, the introduction of new 
rota software now means the trust 
can accurately measure what hours 
each member of staff has worked, 
ensuring that all frontline staff are 
treated equally and a fair payment 
system can be introduced - one 
where people are paid for the work 
they undertake.” 


Changes will be introduced by 
SECAmb - which needs to make sav¬ 
ings of about £40 million over the 
next five years - from April, 2011. 

The spokesman said savings could 
be made without hitting frontline 
services. 

But GMB regional organiser, Rob 
Macey, said the union, which repre¬ 
sents staff including paramedics, 
technicians and emergency care sup¬ 
port workers, would fight the 
changes. 

He claimed the 25 per cent equated 
to about £5,000 which, if lost, would 
have a severe impact on employees. 

“GMB members feel they are being 
treated appallingly by SECAmb, who 
appear hell-bent on making these 
cuts in order to achieve their founda¬ 
tion trust status,” he said. 

“GMB considers that paramedics, 
technicians and other ambulance 
workers provide a vitally important 
service to the public and they should 
be paid properly for doing so. 

“Morale is now at an all-time low 
and it is a very real fear that patient 
safety could be put in jeopardy.” 

Labour MEP for the South East 
Peter Skinner called the Trust’s 
move unacceptable. 

“These cuts will have a devastating 
effect on individual workers, but this 
could also threaten the quality of 
ambulance services.” 
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Help us build an extension to 
Kentish Flats Offshore Wind Farm 

Vattenfall, a leading European energy company, would like to extend its Kentish Flats 
Offshore Wind Farm (also known by local people as Whitstable or Herne Bay Wind Farm) 
with up to 17 wind turbines.

Kentish Flats Extension - the proposal 

The existing Kentish Flats wind farm with 30 wind turbines has been 
producing green electricity since 2005. The proposed extension is 
around 8km off Herne Bay and will be to the south and west of the 
current project. It could add up to 17 wind turbines in 7.7 km2 of sea, in 
water depths between three and five metres at lowest tide. 

The wind turbines for the extension will have a similar capacity to those 
currently used, with a tip height up to 145 metres. The turbines will be 
placed on top of large steel tube foundations which will be driven up to 
35 metres into the seabed, similar to the current scheme. 

Underwater cables will connect turbines to the existing offshore 
substation from which one or two underwater cables will run to shore at 
Hampton Pier, Herne Bay. Onshore, the new cables will follow the route 
of the existing cabling along the Hampton Pier Road under paved roads 
to the Red House Farm substation south of Herne Bay. KFE will not 
reguire any changes to the power grid. 

Due to its scale, Vattenfall must do an assessment, known as EIA, of 
possible significant environmental effects of the extension. 

We are also seeking views from all interests, including the public, on the 
proposal. We will consult on the whole project and have identified the 
following as likely to be important: 

• Potential cumulative impacts on Red-throated divers in the 
Thames Estuary 

• Visual, landscape and seascape effects 

• Impact on fishing, leisure and business interests, including tourism 

• Impact of onshore construction on nearby households 

• Impact on traffic on roads caused by onshore works 



There will be an opportunity to consider these and other points, during 
the consultation process. We will make available the preliminary fin¬ 
dings of our EIA. This initial environmental information will also describe 
any alternatives we are considering and measures to minimise impacts.

We will carefully consider all responses received and when the applica¬ 
tion is made we will report to the IPC and all responders detailing how 
we have taken the communities' views into account. 

The IPC will ask Kent County Council and Canterbury City Council for 
their opinion of the Vattenfall community consultation. The Councils' 
opinion will play an important part in whether the IPC accepts the 
application. 

Other planning matters 

When the IPC decides on KFE it will take into account any energy related 
National Policy Statements (NPSs) published by the UK Government. 
These are currently in draft but will be finalised before a decision is 
made. These include: Energy (EN-1); Renewable Energy Infrastructure 
(EN-3); and, Electricity Network Infrastructure (EN-5). 

Vattenfall is unaware of any other applications to the IPC or local 
authorities or consultations which are relevant to this proposal.

Soldier’s letters home 
reprinted, 60 years on 
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THE candid memoirs of an ordinary 
soldier during the First World War 
have been republished, and brought 
to a wider audience. 

Frederick Noakes would write moving letters 
home to his mother in Tunbridge Wells, some¬ 
times on a daily basis, detailing his life on the 
Western Front. 

When the Great War ended, he typed out the 
correspondence before the horrors of his experi¬ 
ences in the trenches faded from memory. 

Eventually he turned the let¬ 
ters into a book, The Distant 
'"Drum, which was published pri¬ 
vately in 1952. 

Now, 92 years after the end of the conflict, 
his book has been re-published, as only 200 were 
launched in the first print run. 

His niece, Carole Noakes, a musician who lives 
near Tunbridge Wells, wrote the foreword for the 
latest edition. 

‘What I like about the book is that it is from 
the point of view of someone who is not really a 
soldier. He was there by circumstance - he had 
no military mind at all, he was just plunged into 
it,” she said. 

“He was very candid and gives a veiy full 
description of going out over the top of the trench 
under heavy bombardment and in another chap¬ 
ter he describes what it’s like being on night 
watch.”

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CONSCRIPT: Frederick Noakes’ letters home 
in the First World War have been reprinted 

Ms Noakes was only five when her uncle 
died in 1953 from heart problems at 56. She 
said she remembered him as a quiet man with 
a good sense of humour. 

“He was quite inventive and made a marble 
run that shot them around for 20 minutes. He 
also made a device to draw the curtains with¬ 
out getting out of bed,” she said. 

The author was also very determined. When 
the war started in 1914, Mr Noakes was too 
young to join the Army, but like many young 
men at the time, he lied about his age. 

However, while his two friends, who were 
also too young, were accepted, he was turned 
down due to his chronic asthma. 

Ms Noakes told how he kept re-applying 
and training hard to get fit, feeling it was 
his duty to serve his countiy. 

When his two friends, who had worked 
with him at his family’s draper shop in the 
town, were killed, it only made him more 
determined, she said, saying they had been 
the inspiration for his book. 

“It was only in 1917, when they had to 
bring in conscription because so many men 
were getting killed and they lowered the 
medical standards, that he joined as a con¬ 
script,” she said. 

“He lost his asthma and never got it back, 
although he always said he would not rec¬ 
ommend a world war as a cure.” 

Proud 

She said she thought he would be 
proud to have his book republished for a 
new generation. “He had always been a 
bit of a writer and always a great reader. 
He always felt it would be more interest¬ 
ing to read the accounts of an ordinary 
Roman soldier than the general’s or 
Caesar’s because they saw it more as it 
really was. Notoriously, in the First 
World War, the generals were behind the 
lines.” 

Mr Noakes’ original book was given to the 
Imperial War Museum, and his niece said 
that it had been referred to and quoted by 
historians in their own research on the con¬ 
flict as giving a good account of life as an 
ordinary solider. 

He wrote: ‘We waited in silence, each 
man occupied with his own secret thoughts 
and no doubt wrestling with his own secret 
fears. 

“I think that half-hour was probably the 
worst I have ever spent. Slowly and inex¬ 
orably, the minutes passed, second by sec¬ 
ond, and the time approached which might 
be the end of everything for me. 

“All my efforts to screw up my courage, all 
my fatalistic self-assurances that ‘what is to 
be, will be’, became more and more useless, 
and hope seemed to ooze away with every 
second...”

Guide explains how history enthusiasts can add discoveries to county records 


Share your ancient finds o nlin e 


AN ARCHAEOLOGICAL guide 
for history enthusiasts has been 
launched to help them record and 
share their discoveries. 

It was created by Kent County Council to 
encourage people who metal detect to have 
their finds properly recorded, so they can be 
understood and enjoyed by others. 

Last year, about 1,300 ancient objects were 
found by Kent residents and added to the 
national Portable Antiquities Scheme, a data-

base recording archaeological finds by mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

The KCC guide, which was created by finds 
liaison officers Jessica Bryan and Jen 
Jackson, introduces finders to the database 
and explains how to record suitable objects 
directly on to the catalogue. 

It provides information on how to use the 


correct terminology when describing the arte¬ 
facts, and the basic details needed about 
materials, manufacturing methods and types 
of objects. 

KCC deputy cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, highways and waste Cllr David Brazier 
said: “Metal detectorists are enthusiastic 
about our heritage, and they want to share 
the discoveries they make. 

“If excavated and recorded properly, their 
finds can be really useful to researchers.” 

In the guide, KCC’s finds liaison team 
explains how to identify artefacts and sets 
out what is suitable to record. 

“Some people will be happy to just create 
basic records, uploading measurements, a 
findspot and a photo, and let the finds liai¬ 
son officer fill in the details. 

“Others who have an expert knowledge 
may be able to fully identify and record 
their objects 

“How the process will work will be decid¬ 
ed on an individual basis by the Portable 
Antiquities Scheme team, including your 
finds liaison officers. 

“The scheme staff will have ultimate con¬ 
trol over the records, and reserve the right 
to edit or delete records.” 

Members of the public are urged only to 
record items that are more than 300 years 
old, and that are not from an archaeological 
excavation on a site. 

The types of objects suitable for volun¬ 
teers to record include bells, buckles, flint 
tools, pins, pottery fragments and buttons. 

Finds such as precious metals, swords 
and knives, complete vessels, prehistoric 
metal work, bronze axes and Iron Age,

SYSTEM NEEDS UPGRADING 


Minister for Disabled People MARIA MILLER invites you to give your opinion 
on proposals to bring Disability Living Allowance into the 21st century 


O UR commitment to help 
support disabled people live 
independent lives runs at 
the heart of our welfare 
reforms. It is vital that the 
right support reaches the people who 
need it, in the most effective and sus¬ 
tainable way. 

Disability Living Allowance (DLA) gives essen¬ 
tial support to many people, including thousands 
of people in Kent. I know from the letters I 
receive from local MPs that disabled 
people tell us that the claim form is too 
long, too complex and unclear, lead¬ 
ing to widespread inconsistencies in 
the way DLA supports disabled 
people with similar needs in differ¬ 
ent parts of the country. 

As if that were not enough, there 
is no straightforward way of 
reviewing DLA. People with short¬ 
term conditions can be treated in 
the same way as those with life-long 
conditions - with no in-built system 
of periodic review. Indeed 20 per cent 
of those who were awarded DLA in 1992 
have never had their needs reviewed and 
more than two million people are given the ben¬ 
efit indefinitely. 

This means that too often people can get the 
benefit and then not have any contact with the 
department about whether they still it need it or 
not, or even whether they could be eligible for 
other help and support. 

We support the principles of DLA - providing a 
non-means-tested cash benefit to help people, 
both in and out of work, with the extra costs 
incurred by their disability or health condition. 

But the current system is long overdue for 
reform, which is why we are proposing to replace 
it with the Personal Independence Payment. 

I want to reassure the thousands of people in 
Kent who receive DLA that their views will be 
reflected in any changes we make. We are under¬ 
taking a nationwide consultation with disabled 
people and representative groups to make sure 
this support is better focused and goes to people 



who need it, and that periodic review is part of the 
assessment process. 

Our proposals include an objective assessment 
of need, which we are developing with the help of 
disability organisations and disabled people. The 
new system will also allow us to reassess those on 
DLA over time - something that is lacking under 
the current system - to ensure everyone receives 
the correct amount as their needs change. 

We are developing the assessment with a group 
of independent specialists in health, social care 
and disability, which includes disabled people, to 
make sure we get it right. It will not just be based 
on a medical model of disability, focusing 
solely on a person’s health condition or 
disability but will look at their ability to 
carry out a range of key everyday 
activities. 

The current deeply flawed and 
complicated system has resulted in 
spiralling costs over the years. In 
Kent the number of people receiv¬ 
ing DLA has soared by 55 per cent 
in just eight years, from 42,690 to 
66,110. Nationally the numbers 
receiving DLA has jumped to nearly 
3.2m from about 2.5m eight years 
ago. Expenditure this year is forecast 
at £12 billion - the equivalent of the 
Department for Transport’s entire budget. 

This is why we are proposing major reforms to 
better reflect the needs of disabled people. By 
focusing resources on those who need them, we 
will continue to provide essential support for dis¬ 
abled people while delivering a 20 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in future DLA expenditure - not by taking 
money away from disabled people, but by reduc¬ 
ing expenditure to the level it was in 2009-10. 

We want to know what people think about our 
proposals and that’s why we are inviting disabled 
people and other interested parties to let us know 
their views. The public consultation is on the 
DWP website and readers have until February 14 
to let us know what they think. 

We will help people lead full, active and inde¬ 
pendent lives by providing cash support. But we 
will also ensure we deliver a fairer, more consis¬ 
tent and sustainable benefit targeted at disabled 
people who face the greatest challenges within a 
benefit system that is fit for the 21st century.

It’s time to talk 
about dangers 

If a relative or friend told you 
they had been updating their 
Facebook page while driving, 
you’d think they were mad - 
yet sadly, this kind of 
behaviour is becoming 
increasingly common. 

Making phone calls, texting, 
logging on to the internet and 
tweeting while driving aren’t 
the only stupid things that 
drivers have been spotted 
doing. We’ve had members of 
the public contact us to say 
they’ve seen motorists trying to 
eat yoghurts, applying lipstick 
while doing 70mph, filming 
passengers using their mobiles, 
even shaving while on a phone. 

It’s worrying that people still 
don’t take seriously the 
dangers posed by using a 
phone while driving, or doing 
anything else which prevents 
them from concentrating on 
the road. Such behaviour can 
be devastating: in the last three 
years, four people have died 
and nearly 60 have been 
injured, some of them seriously, 
on Kent’s roads in mobile 
phone-related crashes. 

Studies have proved that 
using a hand-held mobile 
phone while driving causes 
a distraction, impairs your 
control of the vehicle and 
reduces your ability to react to 
what is happening around you. 

Research has also shown that 
you are far more likely to have 
a crash if you use your mobile 
while driving. 

Unfortunately, there are still 
people out there who think 
that using a phone won’t 
distract them, or that they will 
never get caught. That’s why 
the Kent & Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership has 
launched a campaign to remind 
drivers that our safety camera 
vans will be out on the county’s 
roads enforcing mobile phone 


and also seat-belt laws, as well 
as speed. 

We want to remind people 
that it is illegal to use a 
hand-held mobile when driving 
and we hope motorists will 
take heed of this message. If 
you’re still unsure about what’s 
legal and what isn’t, visit the 
website, www.kmscp.org 
to find out more. 

We’d also like to hear readers’ 
thoughts about reckless driver 
behaviour by encouraging 
them to write a letter to this 
newspaper. How do you feel 
about drivers using mobiles? In 
what circumstances have you 
seen drivers using them? What 
other crazy things have you 
seen drivers doing that could 
or indeed has affected their 
concentration? 

Perhaps by starting a debate 
on this issue, motorists who 
continue to flout the law will 
finally get the message that 
every time they pick up that 
phone, they are putting lives at 
risk - including their own.

If my car breaks down and I am 
not a member of the AA or RAC 
then I must pay to be towed home 
and for that service I am charged. 
As a member of the RAC I am 
provided with a service for which I 
pay through my membership fee. 

With the current emergency tug 
service being a joint venture 
between the France, who are not 
known for throwing the euros 
about, and the UK and as this 
service is available to all shipping 


in the Channel, could there not be a 
very small charge made on each 
vessel passing through.

Plan to invest in 
apprenticeships 

THOUSANDS of apprenticeships could be 
created from a 15-year investment plan 
being considered by councils in east Kent. 

Dover, Folkestone, Canterbury and Thanet 
are all set to benefit from the East Kent 
Local Investment Plan 2011-2026, which 
aims to bring jobs and housing to the region 
on behalf of a wide range of community part¬ 
ners, including Kent County Council and the 
Government’s Homes and Communities 
Agency 

Based on a best-case scenario of £300 mil¬ 
lion investment through the project, an esti¬ 
mated 2,000 apprenticeships could be created 
in the region. 

However, even a much lower sum of £69m 
would still create about 460 apprenticeships. 

The plan looks at key strategic priorities 
and major projects for each district to bring 
investment, jobs and housing for the future. 

It has been brought together to inform future 
investment decisions for the region, including 
through the new Local Enterprise 
Partnership and other programmes, where 
appropriate. 

Dover council is the first to approve the 
plans, which leader Cllr Paul Watkins said he 
was “delighted” about. 

He added: “It is vital that we continue to 
work with all partners to make the strongest 
case for future investment for Dover district 
and east Kent. 

“The strategic and local priorities from a 
Dover perspective add value to east Kent, 
and a number of local schemes are already 
construction-ready and will continue to bring 
major private sector investment to the area. 

“The work already undertaken in a range of 
areas in Dover - including having growth 
point status and our local development 
framework in place - has set firm 
foundations for growth, and with the 
approval of the local investment plan we are 
looking forward to seeing continued 
regeneration and investment for the future.”

THE chairman of the Kent 
Association of Young Entrepreneurs 
(KAYE) has urged employers to 
pull together and help grow the 
county’s workforce. 

David Ing is the latest name to back this 
newspaper’s Keep Kent Working campaign, 
praising the initiative for its goal of bringing 
businesses closer together for the benefit of 
prospective employees throughout the 
region. 

“There’s a lot to be said for looking after 
your own community, and Keep Kent 
Working fits in with that ethos,” he said. 

“Kent has such a rich source of talented 
people and such a diverse range of business¬ 
es, so why would anybody need to go outside 
of it? We should all be working together for 
the greater good of the county. 

“KAYE works closely with the University 
of Kent and with Canterbury Christ Church, 
and it’s a shocking statistic that something 
like 80 per cent of graduates will end up 
leaving Kent. We’re trying to encourage 
them to stay here and back other businesses 
in the county, and that goes hand-in-hand 
with the Keep Kent Working campaign.” 

The Kent Association of Young 
Entrepreneurs was launched to support 
young-minded business people who are 
either running their own company, seriously 
considering starting one, or working their 
way up the corporate ladder. 

Originally aimed at young people, Mr Ing 
admits the recession has had a big effect on 
the age range of its 200-plus members. 

“We’ve got some members who are over 40 
and even over 50, and the main reason is 
that people have been made redundant and 
decided to go out on their own. But the 
principles KAYE has are the same, no 
matter how old you are. 

“We’re there to provide support, guidance 
and access to other people for entrepreneurs,

because it’s good to know there are other 
people out there who are in the same boat 
as you. It’s safety in numbers.”

FORD launches its third gen¬ 
eration Focus in March with 
clear intent to take the UK’s 
best-selling family hatchback 
upmarket. 

And there could be no better way to 
celebrate the firm’s 100 years in Britain, 
than production of what is tipped to be 
the sharpest Focus since the original mould- 
breaker arrived in 1998. 

That car arrived as a replacement for the 
long-running and increasingly tired 
Escort; indeed, I have written before about 
the complacency and market over-domi¬ 
nance shown by Ford in wringing out year 
after year of warmed over technology and

design in those latter day Escort models. 

But even Ford recognised it had to do 
something eventually and, having buried 
the credibility of the once proud Escort 
name under years of mediocrity, it came up 
with an apt name for its successor; the 
Focus showed real concentration on 
ground-breaking looks, interior design and 
driver appeal. 

Unfortunately, there was a relapse when 
the Mark II version came out in 2004. 
It was a fine car in terms of build and 
driveability, but the styling was a let down 
after the radical approach of its predecessor. 

Fortunately, the all-new car arriving soon 




marks a return to the bravery of the Mark I 
and if the five-door and estate models avail¬ 
able at launch are anything to go by, we 
need to start getting excited now about 
what the three-door ‘sporting version’ will 
look like when that arrives later. 

The crisply-styled Mark III (from 
£15,995) will also cut a dash against its 
arch-rivals, the Vauxhall Astra and VW

E-IVpe still stunning at 50 


STEVELOADER 


JAGUAR is celebrating the 50th 
anniversary of one of the most famous 
and desirable cars in motoring history 
- the Jaguar E-Type. 

The special birthday will be marked at 
headline industry events including the Geneva 
Motor Show where it was unveiled in 1961, 
Goodwood’s Revival and Festival of Speed, the 
Pebble Beach Concours d’Elegance, and the 
Nurburgring Old Timer Grand Prix, as well as 
Jaguar customer, dealer and lifestyle events 
worldwide. 

The appeal of the E-Type transcended the 
automotive world; it was even described as a 
work of art - no wonder that one example of 
the classic now resides in New York’s Museum 
of Modem Art. 

It set new standards in automotive design 
and performance when it was launched and its 
influence is still apparent in the line-up 
of cars sold today by a resurgent 
Jaguar brand. 

“Half a century of progress 
has not diminished the 
significance of the E-Type,” 
said Jaguar MD Mike 
O’Driscoll. 

“It was a sensation when it 
was launched, and remains 
Jaguar’s most enduring and 
iconic symbol. The E-Type is 
one of the most exciting cars ever 
created and a legacy to the genius of 
Jaguar’s founder, Sir William Lyons.’ 




E-Type owners included celebrities such as 
George Best, Brigitte Bardot, Tony Curtis and 
Steve McQueen and the sports car became 
synonymous with the Swinging Sixties as the 
Beatles and the mini skirt. 

“It is impossible to overstate the 
impact the E-Type had when it 
was unveiled in 1961,” said 
Jaguar’s modern day design 
chief Ian Callum - the man 
credited with re-forging the 
classic brand’s styling with best 
sellers like the XF. 

“Here was a car that 
encapsulated the spirit of the 
revolutionary era it came to 
symbolise. The E-Type is a design 
that even today continues to inform the 
work we do in styling Jaguars of the future.” 


The car caused a sensation when the wraps 
came off in Geneva in 1961; capable of 
achieving 150mph, but costing a fraction of the 
price of rivals with similar performance, it was 
the affordable supercar and remained on sale 
for 14 years to become Europe’s first mass- 
produced sports car. 

Even Enzo Ferrari admitted it was “the most 
beautiful car in the world”. 

The E-type’s straight-six engine had powered 
Jaguar to five Le Mans victories in the 1950s. 
At launch the car cost £2,256 - including tax 
and the all-important optional wire wheels - 
the equivalent today of just £38,000. 

The E-Type’s perfectly proportioned bodywork 
was the work of Malcolm Sayer, an aeronautical 
engineer by training who also applied his 
aerodynamic expertise in shaping the earlier Le 
Mans-winning C and D-Type racers.

Alfa Romeo Giulietta 


ALFA Romeo could rightly scream 
“We woz robbed” - in Italian - after 
seeing its quite brilliant Giulietta 
pipped for European Car of the 
Year by a toy car. 

Yes, for all its technology and promise for the 
future, I cannot accept that the all-electric 
range-challenged Nissan Leaf was a worthy 
COTY 2011 winner, scoring 257 points against 
the Alfa’s 248. 

I felt this even more after a whirlwind week- 
long affair with a £20,000 Giulietta 1.4 TB 
MultiAir Lusso - yes, it’s easy to insinuate 
that you are having a fling with this particu¬ 
lar Italian. 

To continue the theme, while she/it can be 
racy, (the) Giulietta is also a girl/car you can 
take home to mamma/mum. 

For while Alfas used to tend towards an 
uncompromising demeanour - the kind that 
would see you excited one minute and then 
ducking crockery the next in a human rela¬ 
tionship - this car is great to live with. 


Part of its appeal is the standard-fit DNA 
system already seen on the smaller and no 
less exciting Alfa MiTo supermini. 

Ignoring the contrived abbreviation, DNA 
allows the driver to switch between 
Dynamic, Normal and All-Weather settings 
that change the personality of the car 
through the steering, brakes, gearbox and 
throttle, and suspension. It means the 
Giulietta can be hot hatch, sporty family 


motor and sober and sensible all-weather taxi. 

Most of the time, you leave it in Normal, but 
the pulse quickens after selecting Dynamic for 
a sporting dash, while I proved All-Weather’s 
effectiveness on a particularly icy morning 
when even a slightly leaden foot could have 
created problems. 

And though Alfa was always feted as much 
for its petrol engines - including the legendary 
high performance twin-spark series - as its 


styling, the option of sporty diesels from the 
Fiat association has not harmed the brand 
revival. 

The launch range (starting at £17,450) 
extends from 120bhp 1.4-litre to 235bhp 
l,750cc petrol units, and from 105bhp 1.6-litre 
to 170bhp 2.0-litre turbodiesels. 

Our engine here though was the 170bhp 1.4; 
you can hear just enough of it to know it revs 
well and is smooth, and it has power options to

Driven normally though, it should average 
nearly 50mpg and it emits just 134g/km of 
C02 - yet more evidence that small capacity 
turbocharged petrol engines can strike back at 
diesels though lightness and cheaper fuel at 
the pumps as well as increasingly competitive 
consumption and emissions levels. 

But this is mundane stuff against an illustri¬ 
ous Alfa history unbowed by the weight of 
some dodgy times, too. 

Diehards will want to know how this new 


Giulietta, which carries one of the marque’s 
most evocative model names - the 1950s/60s 
Giulietta Sprint was one of the most hand¬ 
some cars the company has produced - stacks 
up against past heroes. 

Pretty well and it wears a stylish take on the 
trademark V-shape grille, plus a coupe look 
enhanced by the marque’s well-established 
trick of concealing the rear door handles with¬ 
in the door frames of its five-door designs. 

The classy cabin might not be as hard wear¬ 
ing as you might expect, but I have no doubt 


that Alfa’s once flaky build quality is a thing of 
the past. 

It is also a spacious car to be in, though that’s 
not obvious to those in back, thanks to the high 
window sills. The boot lip also demands that 
bags and cases are lifted higher than normal. 

But this is a car mixing character and prac¬ 
ticality in a sector where it is increasingly 
hard to differentiate between competitors. 

With more electric cars to come, it may also 
be one of the last family models you can buy 
before all the fun goes out of everyday driving.

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Van sales bucking the 
gloomy economic trend

EXPERTS are still divided about 
whether Britain’s economy is in 
recovery but they should draw 
some comfort from buoyant van 
sales figures during 2010. 

These humble and often invisible vehicles 
are the oil in the nation’s economic machinery 
and registrations soared 20 per cent last year, 
even though our economy grew feebly and 
even contracted in the last quarter of 2010. 

As a result of that surging demand for vans 
- sales came close to a 22 per cent increase in 
December against the same year in 2009 - 
the motor industry’s Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT) was 
cautiously optimistic about both truck and 
van sales. 

A spokesman said: “During 2010 van and 
truck registrations posted one of the strongest 
annual rates of growth ever, at 15.9 per cent, as 
volumes started to recover from the recession. 

Upbeat 

“The van market rose in all but one month 
in 2010, boosted by better than expected 
business confidence and improved output 
from the construction sector. Truck registra¬ 
tions grew rapidly in the second half of 2010 
and ended the year on par with 2009 levels. 

“While we still have a long way to go to get 
volumes back to pre-recession levels, we 
expect more growth in 2011 and 2012.” 

The mood was not quite so upbeat on 
the auction front though, prompting 
Duncan Ward, general manager for com¬ 
mercial vehicles at BCA - which has a site 
at Paddock Wood - to say: “The economy 
is best described as fragile and we will be 
seeing the early effects of the VAT increase 
alongside continuing rising fuel costs, 


which means most small businesses will 
have a little less flexibility in their budgets 
than last year. 


“Anyone looking to the SME [small to medi¬ 
um enterprise] sector to generate any major 
peaks in used van demand in the short term 


is likely to be disappointed - particularly as 
volumes are likely to increase over the com¬ 
ing month.”

Rat piling up the wins 


VAN design has been rev¬ 
olutionised over the past 
decade or so. 

Operators have seen economy, 
efficiency and flexibility soar, while 
drivers have enjoyed better per¬ 
formance, refinement and safety. 

Load capacities have also 
widened, varying from as little as 
three cubic metres for a car- 
derived courier vans, right up to a 
17 cubic-metre delivery van. 

Access has improved, too. Many 
larger vans have low floors in the 
driving compartment for easy 
access and most vehicles above 
the supermini class now come 
with at least one sliding door as 
standard to aid loading - many 
buyers also take up the option of a 
second ‘slider’. 

There is now a choice usually of 
side-opening twin doors or a high 
lift tailgate as well, while cab doors 
generally have a reduced opening 
angle, with the double benefit of 
making it easy for a busy driver to 
grab the handle to close the door 


and also avoid it swinging wide 
and hitting something. 

On the performance front, petrol 
have been all but been displaced by 
the better economy and range plus 
better low down pulling power of 
four and five-cylinder diesels. 

Diesel operating benefits are 
then compounded by extended 
service periods, lower maintenance 
costs and longer lasting parts. 

The engine’s partner - the gear¬ 
box - has also undergone a change. 
A six-speed manual gearbox is nor¬ 
mally the standard - a couple of 
cogs better than only a few years 
ago - but urban operators are 


turning increasingly to automatic, 
semi-automatic or clutch-less 
transmissions. 

These can usually be driven with 
manual, selection anyway, but are 
ideal for the stop-start traffic con¬ 
ditions of the town and city and 
can be as economical as a manual. 

Van safety has also gained from 
the car market; along with driver’s 
airbag and the option of passenger, 
side and front curtain airbags, 
there are active safety features 
including anti-lock braking (ABS), 
traction control (TCS), braking 
control (EBC) and electronic stabil¬ 
ity programme (ESP).

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Kent society beginning the 
conversion to OneSavings

BOSSES at the newly-created 
OneSavings have wasted no time in 
their aim to create a new force in 
banking. 

Just days after City watchdog, the FSA 
(Financial Service Authority), endorsed contro¬ 
versial plans to spin the new organisation out of 
the former Kent Reliance Building Society 
(KRBS), the newcomer has confirmed that it 
plans to open seven new offices. 

The move was all the more startling as KRBS 
chief executive Mike Lazenby had previously 
labelled branches as liabilities, and had slashed 
a 14-strong chain to just eight. 

Nevertheless, he said: “We are absolutely 
delighted to have secured these particular agen¬ 
cies, which form part of our wider expansion pro¬ 
gramme. Our mission is to provide customers 
with affordable, competitive and efficient bank¬ 
ing services and treat them fairly at all times - 
whether they choose traditional High Street- 


based forms of banking or whether they deal 
with us directly. 

“Although other banks and building societies 
are actively closing branches and agencies, there 
will always be people who want access to finan¬ 
cial services on the High Street.We just have to 
be sure they are in the right places and will be 
well used when they are open.” 

Despite the creation of OneSavings, the new 
branches will trade as Kent Reliance, Kent 
Reliance Banking Services or krbs outlets. Most 
are in the West Country, way beyond the tradi¬ 
tional sphere of KRBS, and a sign of the new 
bank’s ambition. 

Alliance 

Its creation was not without pain, however, as 
some borrowers and savers battled to prevent 
the alliance of one of the UK’s oldest building 
societies with a young private equity firm JC 
Flowers, created by American billionaire and 
former Goldman Sachs executive J Christopher 
Flowers and already known for an audacious 
attempt to snap up Northern Rock before its res¬ 
cue by the British taxpayer in 2008. 

Some society members were wary of the 
Flowers deal, which sees the US firm chipping 


in £50million in return for gaining access to 
KRBS’s £2.2bn worth of assets - it is Britain’s 
12th biggest building society. 

KRBS managers countered that they had 
been increasingly boxed in by the mutual struc¬ 
ture, which gave no room to expand during the 
economic downturn. 

In any case, a majority of just over the 
required 75 per cent of KRBS shareholders 
voted in favour of transferring the society’s busi¬ 
ness, assets and liabilities to OneSavings Pic, 
effective from February 1 - they become mem¬ 
bers of the new organisation. 

The deal was duly referred to the FSA, which 
found no grounds to oppose it, and Mike 
Lazenby also told this newspaper previously: 
‘We will continue to run as a mutual until JC 
Flowers owns 90 per cent of the business, which 
is a long way off. 

“They have also agreed not to pay any divi¬ 
dends to their investors for the next five years, 
which is an incredibly long time in business. 

“Five years is a long way off and a lot of things 
will happen before then. In the meantime we’ll 
be going back to lending people money, which we 
haven’t been able to do for some time, and we’ll 
be offering some pretty good rates.”

Planners must halt Irain 
brain drain’ says IT boss 


PLANNERS have been urged to be more 
sympathetic towards companies seeking 
to start up, grow and fuel the county’s 
economic recovery, writes Steve Loader. 
Giles Smith, MD of GForces at Bearsted 
near Maidstone, has built a highly suc¬ 
cessful website design and management 
company over the past 10 years. 

The firm now has 120 staff, almost dou¬ 
bling in size over the past year, and will 
open a major extension to its headquar¬ 
ters in Caring Lane later in this one. 

But the go-ahead for that development 
has cost much wrangling and Mr Smith 
admitted: “It wears you down.” 

He added: “Kent County Council and 
Maidstone Council declare that they 
want to encourage digital businesses to 
the area and we are a primary example, 
but a two-year planning battle suggested 
the opposite. 

4< We had some great allies within the 
council, so maybe it’s just the planning 
processes that are out of date. All the 
planning department seemed to be on 
our side, and some of the leaders and the 
economic development manager were 
fantastic, but it still took two years.” 
Asked whether it had held the company 
back, he said: “Yes. Absolutely. Our 
recruitment drive had to go on hold.” 

He was exasperated that it also stalled 
the firm’s ‘Academy’, a partnership 
involving 15 local schools, colleges and 
universities, attempting to identify and 
nurture IT talent early on and save them 
from, and their county from losing them, 
to what has become known as the ‘train 
brain drain’ - careers in London. 

“We wanted to show local people that 
you don’t have to go to London, that 
there are companies like us who are 
proud to be here and be successful,” 
added Mr Smith, who practices what he 


preaches by running GForces with his 
three brothers, Tim, Jamie and Neil. All 
were bom and raised in the Maidstone 
area. 

“There is huge positive feedback from 
schools and the local education authori¬ 
ties about our academy and confirma¬ 
tion that not many companies are doing 
it - why not? The few organisations that 
are reaching out to schools are usually 
the banks, and you can guarantee that 
most 16- to 17-year-olds are asleep after 


the second slide because its not really 
inspiring. 

“They love technology, they love the 
internet - they’ve grown up with it - so 
when you show them the variety of skills 
we are looking for, it inspires them. 

“We are a commercial company, so we 
don’t hide the fact that we do this to get 
the next two to four years’ recruitment 
sorted. It’s already been successful - our 
first two graduates are coming on full¬ 
time.”

Still, 1 was cheered at least by an encounter with 
the youthful boss of a Kent company who is not 
only this week's Big Interview subject, but also 
delivered a Business Week front page story and 
considerable food for thought, 

Giles Smith started GForces in Bearsted on a 
shoestring; the web firm now dominates its chosen 
sector and is hungry for international expansion. 
Not only did he beat the drum for Kent, hanging 
on to and nurturing young talent - after catching 
'em young too - but also delivered tangible proof 
that well-plotted technology has the power to 
deliver growth and progress. 

I’ve often suggested that while Kent and the UK’s 
traditional industries and our discredited financial 
sector struggle to get the economy on the move, IT 
can deliver more of the economies and efficiencies 
needed to oif the wheels of recovery 
As Giles points out, good results come from 
continually reviewing progress and strategy. In 
GForces’ case, it means setting up a client s 
website is only part of the answer; H then has to be 
marketed and managed properly. 

That could bo a parable for reviving UK plo.

Virgin boss drops bomb 
on Boris Island scheme

ONE crfthe world's leading airline 
bosses has voiced his opposition to 
'Boris Island’ off the Kent coast. 

Steve Ridgeway, who has nm Sir Richard 
Branson’s Virgin Atlantic for 13 years, said 
plans by Mayor of London Boris Johnson to 
reclaim land to create a new’ airport dose to 
Medway were 'just not d«-able B - 
The knockback comes after Mr Johnson 
hinted that the Government was wanning 
to his controversial proposals, for the £40 
billion project. 

Virgin chief executive Mr Ridgeway said 
the new airport would be on the wrong side 
of the capital and, while: Hong Kong had set 
a successful precedent for such a develop¬ 
ment, the South East was too congested. 
But he added: “We certainly hack the 
debate about What is UK Ltd going to do 
about aiiport capacity and the long-term 
economic performance of the economy*” 

Mr Ridgeways comments are the most, 
critical so far by a senior airline industry 
figure since the launch of the plan, .seen by 
Mr Johnson as an alternative to expanding 
operations and capacity at Heathrow*. 

Prime Minister David Cameron promised 
last October that the Coalition had no plans 
to build a new airport anywhere in Kent, 
but the mayor insists the Government posi¬ 
tion is shifting and told Radio 4’s Today pro¬ 
gramme on Tuesday: “It's crazy, I think, to 


have another 200,000 air traffic movements 
Over the shies of London coming to an air¬ 
port in the western suburbs. I don’t think 
the people of London will wear it ” 

Both Kent County Council leader Cllr 
Paul Carter and Medway Council leader 
Cllr Rodney Chambers have now called on 
the mayor to make his position dear. 

Cllr Chambers revealed that the deputy 
chairman of Transport for London, Daniel 
Moylan, had paid a visit to Medway before 
Christmas in an attempt to win support for 
the estuary scheme. 

Cllr Chambers said: ‘'He asked me in this 
meeting if we would Jigree to an airport in 
the estuary if all the infrastructure for it - 
such as new train lines and l oads - was 
based in Essex and not Kent. 

*1 responded that we in Medway could not 
comment on what should or should not hap¬ 
pen m Essex, and reaffirmed the opinion of 
all at Medway Council, and the vast major¬ 
ity of people in Kent, that the mayor’s 
island airport scheme is unnecessary, 
unworkable and unaffordable * 

Meanwhile, the RSPB lias reiterated its 
opposition to the scheme, describing it as a 
“pipe dream 1 ’. 

South East director Chris Corrigan said: 
Tm sure the mayor doesn’t want to go 
down in history as the man who doci mo ted 
not just birds in the Thames, but global 
species too, while putting air passengers' 
Lives at risk due to bird strike.

Phasing out 
retirement 
age of 65

CHANGES to the law on retirement 
are expected to come into force from 
March 31, 

Since October 1, 2006, when the 
Employment Equality (Age) Regulations 
2006 came into effect, it has been 
unlawful for employers to discriminate 
against employees on the grounds of 
age. The regulations also provided for a 
national default retirement age of 65, 
below which an employee could not be 
compulsorily retired (unless a lower age 
could be objectively justified). 

Subject to complying with the require¬ 
ment to provide between 6 and 12 
months 1 notice of an intended retirement 
date, an employer has been able to retire 
an employee who has reached the age 
of 65, even if the employee does not 
wish to do so. In such circumstances, an 
employee would be unable to claim age 
discrimination or unfair dismissal. 

Notification 

But the Government's proposals are to 
abolish the default retirement age with 
effect from October 1,2011, meaning that 
from March 31, 2011, it will no longer be 
possible for employers to provide 
employees with the minimum six months’ 
notice of an intended retirement date, 

After March 31, employers will not be 
permitted to issue new notifications of 
retirement on the basis of the default 
retirement age and after October 1, it 
will not be possible to retire employees 
compulsorily on the basis of the default 
retirement age - even if the notice of 
retirement was given before March 31. 

Employers will still technically be per¬ 
mitted to have compulsory retirement 
ages* but they will need to justify them 
objectively and the circumstances for 
this are likely to be extremely limited. 

In practice, unless an employee is fairly 
dismissed on the grounds of, for example, 
capability misconduct or redundancy or 
there is an objective justification for an 
employer having a retirement age, most 
employees will have the right to continue 
working indefinitely, and irrespective of 
their age. 
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■ LOBBYING by the Country Land 
and Business Association (CLA) is 
expected to see the Government relaxing 
powers allowing councils to seize homes 
left empty for more than six months. 

Ministers are now proposing to extend 
the period to two years, leading CLA 
regional director Rupert Ashby to say: 

“This is an excellent example of strong 
CLA lobbying paying off to improve a bad 
law that was clearly unjust to property- 
owners. 

“Owners can rest assured that there is 
less scope now for state interference with 
the management of their properties.” 

■ MARKETING and media agency 
Big Plan Group, of Maidstone 
and Canterbury, has appointed Colin 
North to its board. 

It marks a return to Kent for him 
after three years as station director 
with Tindle Radio/Channel 103 on the 
Channel Islands. He spent the 
previous eight years within the sales, 
promotion and production sectors of 
Invicta Radio - now Heart. 

He was welcomed to the board by 
Big Plan director Penny Williams, 
who added: “The business is set to 
expand rapidly and we now have a 
fantastic team in place to realise the 
potential of providing media and 
event management to 
businesses in Kent.” 

■ MEDWAY has a new accountancy 
business - Accounting Express. 

It has been set up by Chatham-based 
businessman and chartered accountant, 
Philip Matthewman and aims to offer a 
low-cost book keeping and accountancy 
service, devised to help small businesses. 

It will itself be based in a hub for smaller 
firms and start-ups: The Joiners Shop, 
within Chatham Historic Dockyard. 
Accounting Express is a franchised 
subsidiary of Sollertia Limited and the 
Medway arm is the fourth site it has 
opened in the UK. 

■ VISIT Kent - the county’s tourism 
champion - has hosted the 
influential Group Travel Organisers 
Association (GTOA) National 
Conference and AGM for the first time. 

It gave Visit Kent the chance to 
show members of the travel industry 
what the county has to offer. After the 
conference at Ashford International 
Hotel, delegates visited one of Kent’s 
most beautiful and interesting houses, 
Penshurst Place, Tonbridge, which 
was opened exclusively for their visit. 


‘Not spot’ shows 
Kent broadband 
plans need boost

BROADBAND speed is seen as 
vital to energising the county’s 
economy. 

So the revelation that the UK’s slowest con¬ 
nection is not to be found in a crofter’s hut on 
a Scottish moor, but near Canterbury, came as 
a major shock. 

It means that anyone trying to run a busi¬ 
ness from Railway Hill in Barham, could find 
it faster to fax than send messages digitally, 
thanks to an average download speed of 
0.13Mb/sec. 

It certainly doesn’t compare well with the 
UK average of 6.21Mb, according to the 
ToplO.com website, where director Alex Buttle 
said: ‘With average download speeds only 
marginally faster than dial-up, Railway Hill 
in Kent has really hit the buffers. 

Unacceptable 

“Given that we’re now in 2011 and else¬ 
where in the country people are enjoying 
download speeds in the high double digits, 
this is simply unacceptable and reinforces 
the broadband lottery in the UK.” 

Rural watchdog the Country Land and 
Business Association (CLA) was also unim¬ 
pressed. Regional director Rupert Ashby 
said: “This is not just a problem in the back 
of beyond. Many areas just outside the 
South East’s major towns, such as 
Barham, where small businesses should 
thrive, suffer from hopelessly inadequate 
broadband speeds.” 

He added that the CLA realised cash was 
tight, but rural businesses were unable to 
compete with urban rivals, which typically 
enjoyed 6Mb and more.

also champions a “Final Third First” policy, 
promoting provision of decent broadband con¬ 
nections for rural “not spots” and areas with 
slow connections before speeding up broad¬ 
band for others. 

The CLA’s stance accords with a ground¬ 
breaking project in Cornwall, where the coun¬ 
ty council formed a £132m partnership with 
BT to create a superfast 100Mb network by 
2014, albeit with some EU cash. 

It also follows hard on a feature we ran in 
Business Week, which asked whether Britain 
and Kent were, literally, making the right con¬ 
nections on broadband strategy. 

However, Kent County Council cabinet 
member for Corporate Support Services, 
Roger Gough, argued that the Railway Hill 
figures were misleading. “Residents in 
Barham now have an alternative option after 
Kent County Council supported them with a 
(£50,000) community broadband grant in 
2009. The grant funded a wireless broadband 
service, supplied by local company VFast, 
which contractually gives speed of 10Mbps 
and even higher speeds in practice. 

“We understand just how important access 



to broadband is for our communities and local 
businesses, which is why we’re working to 
increase access across the county. 

“Often it is down to market forces to make a 
case for providers to install faster speeds. 

“To reduce the number of‘not spots’, we have 
provided money from our community broad¬ 
band grant, which communities can bid for 
and part-fund business cases for broadband 
providers to install fixed broadband services. 

“We have so far made £667,000 available, 
with a further £100,000 being made available 
this financial year. In total, this has benefitted 
more than 11,000 homes and businesses, and 
17 communities. 

‘We will soon be making a further £1.5 mil¬ 
lion available for community broadband pilots 
and we will be lobbying providers for faster 
connection speeds across the county as part of 
our Connecting Kent Digital Strategy.”

MoCo accelerates its 
‘3’ broadband service 


MOCO has announced the suc¬ 
cessful creation of a portal enabling 
speedy and cost-effective first-time 
connection for subscribers to the ‘3’ 
mobile broadband system. 

Before this development, new 
customers for the ‘3’ service - the 
market-leading broadband dongle 
network - faced the potential bottle¬ 
neck of contacting a call centre to 
finalise connection before surfing. 

Under the new process, they still 
have that option but most will fast track 
using the new MoCo system, which is 
also the first major project derived from 
the Kent-based company’s acquisition 
last September of Sussex software 
house, JiT Systsems. 

MoCo then created its new MoCo 
Software Solutions division within the 
group headquarters in Rochester. 

Richard Pilton, former JiT principal 
and now head of the new MoCo 
software arm, said: “This is what we 
were bought for: to develop 
bespoke software to streamline 
processes and operations. 

’3’ had a situation where it was 
running the Nol mobile broadband 
network and talking about the 
speed and ease of internet use on 
the move, but having to ask new 
customers to contact a call centre 
and be connected ‘manually’. 

“With this traffic generating 20,000 
calls a month - expected to hit 
25,000 a month during 2011 - there 
was also a call centre cost overhead 
for ‘3’, which we have cut dramati¬ 
cally by developing this web portal. 

“Most mobile broadband cus¬ 
tomers love the idea of hooking up 
this way - it chimes with the whole 
convenience of comms on the move

- but even diehards can still patch 
into the call centre if they wish, but 
the operators there now simply tap 
into our new system, speeding up 
connection anyway and still driving 
down call centre costs for ‘3’. 

“Trials went smoothly and it’s just 
the sort of systems integration proj¬ 
ect work that we are offering to 
other companies or organisations in 
the comms/IT industry.” 

Systems architect Pilton heads a 
team of three within MoCo 
Software Solutions which, he says, 
was created after a long and suc¬ 
cessful association between MoCo 
and his old partnership, JiT 
Systems, operating out of Brighton: 
“It’s a cliche, but they ‘liked us so 
much, they bought the company’.” 

The development enhances 
MoCo’s pioneering record. The 
company was established 25 years 
ago, just as the first mobile net¬ 
works were set up in the UK.

Setting up a website is now considered crucial to any 
business, but how much does any firm invest in keeping 
it fresh and up to date and, most importantly, ensuring 
that it is marketed and ‘sold’ to its intended audience? 
Not a lot is the answer on both counts - probably two 
good reasons why a small Kent IT firm has expanded 
exponentially over the past few years. It is the award¬ 
winning GForces of Bearsted, Maidstone - Business 
Week editor STEVE LOADER interviewed founder and 
MD Giles Smith. 



F OR someone who has an impres¬ 
sive focus on where his fast-moving 
young company is headed, web 
guru Giles Smith is disarmingly 
frank about its first few steps. 

“I set up GForces with no real idea about the internet, 
but just knew it was going to be big,” he said. 

“For the first six months of the company’s life we were 
one of the worst web companies about, but we learned 
quickly what was needed to survive and grow. 

“Sometimes there is nothing like jumping in the deep 
end and finding out whether you will sink or swim. 

“And that’s a characteristic of the company: we tend 
not to look back at our wins and successes. We prefer to 
look ahead and for what is around the comer and how 
we can improve. 

‘We are super critical, perhaps because my brothers 
are also involved. As senior management we always 
prefer to have a critical appraisal of the situation and 
ask why we are not doing better.” 

It is a philosophy that has evolved into the GForces 
Trinity: web platform, web management and web mar¬ 
keting - recognition that customers not only need attrac¬ 
tive and effective websites, but ones that can be adapted 
and evolved and also ‘sold’ to their chosen audience. 

We set out to be something different,” he said. “That’s 
always been a USP, that we are much more considered 
in our approach. There are lots of web companies that 
will do you a very good web page but fall short on the 
other things: actually marketing the site and under-

standing the data that you get out of it and how that 
drives your decisions.” 

The approach has landed a string of industry awards, 
despite the fact that GForces competes in and leads one 
of the most competitive sectors - the motor trade, with 
clients including major dealer chains like Lookers and 
Peter Vardy. 

Last year, GForces grew sales 80 per cent, boosted 
turnover 66 per cent and almost doubled staff to its 
current 120. 

It now holds more than a third of the UK market and 
Giles, 34, thinks this is close to the ceiling for one firm. 

Asked whether this meant diversification into another 
sector, he says he would rather concentrate on what the 
company knows well, so its sights are now being trained

PASSIONATE: Giles Smith wants to create a train of

on Europe where dealer networks and distributors often 
have a similar structure to the UK. 

It could all have been very different though. After 
attending Maidstone Grammar School, Giles opted for a 
degree in leisure marketing because: “I wanted to spend 
three years down in Bournemouth and that seemed like 
a very interesting degree; it wasn’t, but it was an excuse 
to enjoy myself. 

“But maybe because I’d heard it all before, it inspired 
me to go and start my own business. My father built 
and sold two IT companies and made a comfortable liv¬ 
ing so that was an inspiration. 

“When I left university, I did the usual: started looking 
at jobs in the City and then realised I had no interest in 
working in London. I’d always wanted to set up a com¬ 
pany so I did. It’s a lot easier when you have nothing to 
lose - I was an unemployed graduate living at home.” 

However, he still recalls getting up 5 am to light a 
stove in order to heat the outbuilding/office given over 
to the fledgling firm by his family, and it was more than 
two years before GForces was able to take an office in 
College Road, Maidstone. 

He has forgotten the origins of the company name - 
he insists, the ‘G’ didn’t come from his Christian name. 

But the futuristic label and its opposing arrows ‘logo’ 
fit perfectly with the hi-tech headquarters the firm had 
built specially and moved into in 2007 - it will move 


into an extension there this year that will double floor 
space. 

However, a lengthy planning delay (see our front page 
story) means the firm has also taken further space at 
Maidstone’s Turkey Mill office complex, where it runs 
the Skunkworks - a label used typically in the technolo¬ 
gy industry for departments where the most cutting- 
edge thinking and developments go on. 

And nurturing and helping to fine tune staff dominat¬ 
ed the interview; though he owns a Ferrari as a sign of 
his success, Giles runs a relatively humble VW Golf as 
his everyday car. 

Start him on the subject of his staff though and he 
becomes animated and passionate about his goal to cre¬ 
ate a train of IT talent for Kent. He and his three broth¬ 
ers Tim, 36, Jamie, 32, and Neil, 30, were all bom and 
raised in Maidstone and have since joined him as direc¬ 
tors of a local success story. 

G iles said they and their company now wanted to 
encourage others to join that success and are 
bidding to recruit them young through the 
GForces Academy, a relationship the company has 
formed with 15 local schools, colleges and universities. 

“Our belief is that if you open the eyes of somebody 
young while they are making their decisions on 
A-Levels, maybe even GCSEs, and just show them that 
you don’t have to be a graphic designer to work in the 
internet - you can be a social media gum, for instance, 
knowing how to use Facebook and things like that. 

“On delivery of a large scale auto project you will 
usually look at about 15 different skill sets interacting 
on the same project. 

“We also wanted to show local people you don’t have to 
go to London - there are companies like us locally.” 

He also highlighted how the IT talents in potential 
recmits were showing up earlier: “Sixteen-years-olds 
have a greater insight into social networking because 
that’s what they do every day, and they will use every 
other device other than a laptop. 

“The ideas they have are fantastic and one motto we 
have here is ‘never say never’. Younger people bring 
fresh ideas to the table and keep us on our toes and 
ensure the survival of the company for the future.” 

Giles is married with a baby son and lives close to the 
office in Bearsted - in his spare time, he enjoys as much 
time as possible with his family.

“She offers a leap forward in terms of her 
size and the quality of the build and I’m con¬ 
fident that she’ll provide a fantastic experi¬ 
ence for all of the customers who will travel 
on her in the years to come.” 

Spirit of Britain will sail five times every 
24 hours, with standard return ticket prices 
starting at £39 each way for a car and up to 
nine passengers travelling throughout 2011.

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Now’s the time to export

ONE of the key factors in the eco¬ 
nomic recovery of UK is going to be 
the export market. 

While the domestic market is important, 
there is little doubt cutbacks on Britain’s 
domestic expenditure, future growth of the 
home market will be slow. Doubtless the same 
may well apply to overseas markets, but this 
market has the advantage of being much big¬ 
ger. To cope with any sluggishness in the home 
market, companies may need to exploit the 
potential of a much wider area. 

And exporting is not just a matter of prod¬ 
ucts. Skills, services, innovation, even knowl¬ 
edge, are all exportable and it can be a two- 
way street; close connection with, and experi¬ 
ence of, overseas markets can feed back into 
the efficiency and productivity of the company 
concerned. 

Potential 

Recent research suggests that Kent is not an 
over-enthusiastic exporter, with eight per cent 
of businesses regularly exporting, compared 
with a regional average of 10 per cent. This is 
despite the fact that the level of occasional 
exporters in the county stands at 24 per cent, 
the second highest in the region, and 28 per 
cent of Kent firms have received overseas 
enquiries, the highest in the region. 

So there is plenty of potential already wait¬ 
ing to be exploited. 

However, exporting is not necessarily simple 
and straightforward: there are inevitably 
rules and regulations, which vary from coun¬ 
try to country and region to region; the need to 
establish the best market for any particular 
product or service; and a lot of documentation 
needed to comply with export certification 
requirements.

Customs Movement Certificate issued in the 
country of export to enable claims for preferen¬ 
tial import duty levels on goods being exported 
to EC preferential partner countries. 

A.TR 

Customs Movement Certificate for goods in EC 
free circulation (i.e. duty paid) being exported to 
Turkey. A.TR allows import into Turkey without 
payment of customs duty. 

LEGISLATION 

Some markets require documentation to be 
legalised. This can be arranged by the Chamber 
via the Consular section of the relevant 
Embassy or though the Foreign Office. 

ONLINE CAPABILITY 

Exporters undertake much of their export activ¬ 


ity online, from researching markets, assessing 
competition and exchange rate advice to pro¬ 
cessing export documents online.

TALKS A GOOD GAME 


England’s rising hockey star aiming to put injury hell behind him in time for next year’s London Olympics

Interview with

AMID all the razzamatazz of the 
National Indoor Hockey Finals 
on Sunday one spectator at 
Wembley Arena is likely to cut a 
lonely figure on the sidelines. 

Ashley Jackson, one of Britain’s very best 
hockey players and a global star in the 
sport at the age of 23, will have to watch his 
East Grinstead team-mates as they go for a 
third successive title. 

At least it will be more than his involve¬ 
ment at the Indoor World Cup in Poland 
next month. Jackson was expected to play a 
central role in England’s debut in the com¬ 
petition, but instead he will stay behind 
nursing an injury wondering when he will 
be able to return. 

The goalscoring midfielder, who went to 
school in Tunbridge Wells, has been suffer¬ 
ing from osteitis pubis, a painful inflamma¬ 
tion of a joint in the pelvis, for almost a 
year. The injury is not uncommon in elite 
athletes across a range of sports where 
repetitive actions lead to excessive stress 
on the pelvic bone. 

It has been managed by cortisone injec¬ 
tions so far, but a recurrence at the end of 
last year has forced Jackson to take a break 
from the game. 

“It’s got to the point now where it’s just 
got to be sorted out,” he said. “It was having 
an impact on what I could do in daily life, 
but also in my training as well. 

“Before Christmas, when it was at its 
worst, I guess I was doing three-day train¬ 
ing camps with the squad and then pretty 
much being out of action for the next two 
days, not really being able to move around 
too well. 

“It’s not too worrying; it’s something that 
can be solved. It’s just unfortunately there’s 
no timeline. We’ve got a plan between the 
medical staff, myself and the coaches, but 
we can’t put a time on it. It’s not one of 
those where I will definitely be ready to run 
in a few weeks or a few months, unfortu¬ 
nately it’s just a case of cracking on with 
the rehab and see where we go. 

“It was nice over Christmas to have a 
three-week period where I wasn’t involved 
in any hockey, but there wasn’t really any 
on at that time. Now the guys are back, 
with finals night this weekend and the

World Cup isn’t that far away, where I’m 
going to be missing things and it’s going to 
be pretty difficult.” 

Not having a return date casts doubt over 
how many big events the former Tunbridge 
Wells player will miss for club and country. 
After Wembley and the Indoor World Cup 
the focus will switch back to the second-half 
of the domestic outdoor season, where East 
Grinstead top the Premier Division. 

The end of the season is followed by the 
knockout stages of the Euro Hockey League, 
where East Grinstead’s participation could

last until July. Internationally the squad 
train together three times a 
week and have two tourna¬ 
ments before the European 
Championships and the ’ 
Champions Trophy. 

For the top British players the 
calendar is relentless as prepara¬ 
tions build for a tilt at the Olympic 
title in London 2012. Jackson has 
accumulated 105 international caps 
since making his debut in November 2006 
and has played in eight major tournaments, 
including the Beijing Olympics. 

The former Sutton Valence schoolboy 
played in the World Cup, Champions 
Trophy and Commonwealth Games last 
year and believes the hectic schedule has 
contributed to his injury. 

“In the last few years we’ve had a number 
of injuries across the team which maybe we 
wouldn’t have had before because of the 
sheer volume of training, games and tour¬ 
naments we’re now playing in,” he said. “I’m 
sure it has [played a part] but everyone has 
to become fitter and stronger to fight off the 
injuries all the time. 

“Last summer was non-stop all the way 
through and then we were straight into the 
Commonwealths. Maybe there was a bit of 
a sense - not it was too much - but exhaus¬ 
tion mentally more so than on the physical 
side, but that catches up on you. It’s anoth¬ 
er busy summer and unfortunately it just 
keeps rolling round until London.” 

Perhaps the one blessing is the injury did 
not come in a year’s time, when the Olympic 
countdown will be reaching its final stages. 
There are still more than 18 months before 
the biggest prize in hockey is up for grabs, 
with Britain looking for a first title in 24 
years. 

The build-up to the Games is already well 
advanced in most people’s minds, but with 
so many potential pitfalls between now and 
then, Jackson insists he does not think that 
far ahead. 

“I only think about the Olympics when 
someone mentions it,” he said. “I’ve got to 
get fit and I want to play in the Europeans 
at the end of the summer and there are

plenty of other things between now and 
then. 

“It’s just another tournament. Obviously 
it’s a pretty big tournament and the fact it’s 
at home makes it even bigger, but it is just 
another tournament. I probably think 
about Beijing more than I think about what 
could happen in London.” 

A fit and firing Jackson, voted World 
Young Player of the Year in 2009, will be 
central to Britain’s Olympic hopes, so find¬ 
ing a permanent solution to his injury will 
be a priority for the national set-up.

THE HARSH winter has delayed the 
final major course renovations at Royal 
St George’s ahead of this summer’s Open 
Championship in Kent. 

Work at the renowned course in 
Sandwich Bay on riveting the final 
bunkers was scheduled to finish before 
Christmas. It was made impossible by 
the severe cold weather in December, 
with the snow and frozen ground halting 
all improvements. 

Fortunately with the milder conditions 
since the turn of the year work has 


resumed and Christopher Gabbey, secre- 
taiy at Royal St George’s, believes it will 
all be completed soon. 

He said: 'We have been slowed up a bit 
in preparing the course because of the 
bad weather. It’s not damaged the course 
in anyway, just stopped us from getting 
on with the work on the course. We are 
catching up now; it’s just been a case of 
putting a bit more work in. 

“All the bunkers will have been re-done 
by the end, which is needed because the 
trouble is the south-facing ones do not 


survive as well as the north-facing 
bunkers.” 

During the cold weather ground staff 
were detailed into other jobs around the 
periphery of the club, such as trimming 
hedges and trees. 

Once the bunkers are completed the 
focus will switch to more cosmetic 
improvements to get the course ready for 
the tournament, which begins on July 14. 
The next major change will come in April, 
when construction on the spectator 
grandstands begins.

MOTORBASE Performance 
are in talks with several 
drivers about filling the 
vacant third seat for 
their 2011 British Touring 
Car Championship (BTCC) 
campaign. 

The Wrotham-based team, who are 
going in with three cars in this year’s 
BTCC, announced two faces of 
their new driving line up earlier this 
month, but the identity of the third 
driver remains a mystery. 

Mat Jackson and Porsche Carrera 
Cup graduate Liam Griffin will definite¬ 
ly drive for Motorbase this year, while 
Steven Kane, Ben Collins - formerly 
Top Gear’s The Stig 7 - and Porsche 
Super Cup driver Tim Bridgeman are 
all in the frame to join them. 

Team owner David Bartrum expects 
to unveil his third driver next month 
and has revealed there are several 
candidates vying for the seat.

He said: “We’re not about to name 
anyone yet and we are still looking 
at people for that third seat. The idea 


of announcing the two drivers was to 
give a few of the other guys more 
time to achieve their budget and let 
everyone know we are going to run 
three cars. 

“There are two or three drivers we 
would really like, but everything 
needs to be in the right budgetary 
position and there are also drivers in 
position to join that we like. We are 
not short of drivers, but the financial 
criteria has to be met.” 

The team have also confirmed they 
plan to embark on a nine-day test pro¬ 
gramme to prepare for the new season 
and that they intend to compete in the 
2011 Porsche Carrera Cup. 

The new BTCC season begins at 
Kent’s Brands Hatch on April 2 with 
Motorbase looking to follow their 
performance in the first round last 
year where they completed a one-two 
at Thruxton.

Sevens ace Caprice 
in squad aiming for 
World Series glory 


RUGBY sevens player Dan 
Caprice flies to New Zealand this 
week as England resume their 
quest to claim the title of world 
champions for the first time. 

Having taken 44 points from 
the first two events of the IRB 
World Series, Caprice and 
England start the year ranked 
as the competition’s best side, 
but face a stiff challenge if they 
are to hold onto top spot next 
weekend. 

With the All Blacks just four 
points behind them in second 
place and a partisan crowd 
expected at Wellington’s 
Westpac Stadium, the former 
Sevenoaks schoolboy is pre¬ 
pared for a hostile reception. 

Caprice said: “The crowd 
don’t really favour us down 
there and we tend to have 
things thrown at us, so it’s very 
different to Hong Kong and 
Dubai where we get all that 


support. Going to somewhere 
like New Zealand, it does make 
a difference, but sometimes it 
can really pump you up.” 

England face pool matches 
against the United States, Cook 
Islands and Wales next Friday, 
knowing any slip-up is likely to 
land them a quarter-final tie 
against New Zealand on 
Saturday morning. 

Caprice insists the Red Roses 
will not be intimidated by the 
Kiwi support and believes the 
onus will fall on the host nation 
to perform. 

He said: “Home advantage 
can work either way, some¬ 
times it’s a hindrance and 
there won’t be massive pres¬ 
sure on us. 

“I don’t know how we’re per¬ 
ceived by other teams but on 
paper, we’re the team to beat 
and there’s no reason why we 
shouldn’t be favourites.” 


Ransom makes step up 
to England’s under-20s 


INTERNATIONAL rugby is back on the 
agenda for Ben Ransom next weekend as 
the Kent full-back gets his first taste of 
action with England’s under-20 side. 

Ransom, who has forced his way into the 
first-team reckoning at Premiership club 
Saracens, makes the step up from under- 
18 level and will be part of the England 
squad travelling to Wales for their Six 
Nations opener next Saturday. 

A former Tonbridge schoolboy, Ransom 
became an integral member of the highly 
successful under-18 group and is expected 
to feature prominently one level up. 

The 32-man squad named by head coach 
Rob Hunter for the Six Nations will 
also be the group which represents 
England at this summer’s junior World 
Championships in Italy. 

Ransom, who has spent time on loan at 
Blackheath since signing for Saracens, 
will join up with his team-mates on 
Tuesday as England conclude their prepa¬ 
rations for the Wales clash in Llanelli.

Ladies picked in bid to 


retain Six Nations title 


ENGLAND have named two Kent players 
in their squad for next weekend’s trip to 
Wales as they look to begin a successful 
defence of their women’s Six Nations title. 

Catherine Spencer, who stepped down as 
captain earlier this month, will start in her 
regular number eight slot while Rachael 
Burford has been named among the 
replacements for the clash at Cross Keys 
RFC in Gwent. 

England swept to the Grand Slam last 
season, but they have unfinished business 
against the Welsh, having lost 16-15 on 
their last trip across the border in 2009. 

Now under the captaincy of Katy McLean, 
Spencer and Burford are looking to further 
raise the profile of the sport following England’s 
run to the World Cup final last September. 

Ashford-bom Spencer is set to win her 
59th cap in next Sunday’s game while 
Burford, who started her rugby career with 
Medway, will be aiming to impress from the 
bench and tie down a regular starting place 
as the championship unfolds.

England duo 
disappointed 
as women lose 
grip on Ashes 

ENGLAND skipper Charlotte Edwards 
admitted she was gutted at returning home 
empty-handed after relinquishing the 
women’s Ashes for the first time in six years. 

Edwards, who also captains Kent, led an 
inexperienced England side into the one-off 
Test in Sydney and the tourists’ short-comings 
with the bat eventually proved to be their 
downfall as Australia eased to victory by seven 
wickets. 

A third-wicket stand of 125 between Sarah 
Elliott and Alex Blackwell saw the hosts 
across the line on Tuesday and Edwards was 
left to reflect on a below-par performance. 

‘Tm gutted to hand over the Ashes,” she said. 
“Our bowlers did a fantastic job but unfortunate¬ 
ly we didn’t put enough runs on the board. We 
would have liked to make it a bigger chase. 

‘We’ve had a relatively inexperienced side 
out here and for many of them this was their 
first Test match. I’m proud of how the team 
have backed each other and really fought to 
the end - the character and commitment has 
been fantastic.” 

Holding a first-innings lead of 48, England 
initially looked to have the upper hand, with 
Edwards hitting a valiant 114 not out in their 
total of 207. 

Her Kent team-mate, Lydia Greenway, 
struggled with the bat, however, hitting just 15 
runs in the match and England slumped to 
149 all out in their second innings. 

With the bowlers of both sides having 
dominated proceedings for three days, Elliott 
and Blackwell then took centre-stage to see 
Australia home. 

However, Edwards and England can take 
plenty of positives from the tour after claiming 
a 4-1 win in the earlier Twenty20 series.

Captain Key set for 
a testing summer 

Kent skipper predicts toughest season at the helm

KENT captain Rob Key admits 
this summer is likely to be his 
most testing as skipper and that 
it’s “probably a good job” the club 
are playing in Division Two of the 
LV= County Championship. 

The county’s threadbare squad were asked 
to play the majority of games in all competi¬ 
tions last summer, which ended with Kent’s 
relegation from Division One on the final 
day. With finances even tighter this year, 
additions - which are desperately needed in 
the bowling department - look highly 
unlikely. It promises to be a testing cam¬ 
paign for the county’s seamers who will be 
asked to play every game, injury permitting. 

Key, in his 14th season at Kent, is usually 
confident about his side’s chances in all com¬ 
petitions at the start of the year, but is less 
so heading into this season. 

Tough 

“It’s quite an exciting time but it’s a year of 
very much unknowns,” he said. “You literal¬ 
ly don’t know; I feel we could go up from the 
second division and I feel that we could have 
a tough time. I have no real clue as to how 
the year is going to go. In the past I would 
think we would do well in t20 and one-day 
competitions and while I think we could be 
up in all of them, we could also be down 
there in all of them. 

“It sounds negative, but it’s probably a 
good job we are in the second division 
because it will give our youngsters a chance 
to blossom at a lesser standard as it were, 
with less pressure. It’s those times in my 
experience at Kent when you turn up at pre¬ 
season and you’re driving in and you think 
the worst at times, but if someone stands up 



and gets a 50-wicket year; whether it’s Adam 
Ball or anyone else, it then seems all right.” 

Unless finances improve during the sum¬ 
mer with the introduction of floodlit cricket 
at St Lawrence, Kent will not have an over¬ 
seas player or have a budget for any other 
additions to the squad. While disappointed 
at not being able to call on an experienced 
overseas for the 2011 season, Key, the former 
England batsman, will be expecting the likes 
of Sam Northeast, Alex Blake and Matt

Coles to make more match-winning contri¬ 
butions after a full summer’s experience of 
county cricket under their belts. 

“We’ll have a look [at additions] but it’s just 
going to come down to finance; it’s as tight as 
it can be at the moment and at this stage I 
don’t think there is any room for anything. 
There are loan options and stuff like that, 
but if the season started tomorrow I don’t 
think we’d have any of that. The picture at 
the start of the summer would have to 
change which is unlikely. 

“I expect this year might actually be the 
year for one of Coles, Northeast and Blake, 
someone not necessarily on the radar, to 
have a standout year. 

“It’s times like this when you feel the 
struggle that we are in, from a numbers 
point of view, actually if some of these young¬ 
sters come through, then nothing’s an issue.”

DOVER Athletic boss Martin Hayes says it 
would take a bid from a Championship club 
to tempt star striker Adam Birchall from 
Crabble. 

The former Barnet forward had hit 30 
goals before this weekend’s game against 
Ebbsfleet, including 11 in the FA Cup, but 
as yet the Whites have had no official 
approach for their prized asset. 

The Maidstone-bom forward has earned 
rave reviews for his performances this sea¬ 
son, but says he has been thoroughly enjoy¬ 
ing his football at Dover. While the club have 
not received any offers, there has been spec¬ 
ulation that Championship side Crystal 
Palace are interested in the striker. Hayes, 
however, is keen to keep hold of Birchall and 
his entire Dover squad, and is confident the 
striker will remain once the transfer win¬ 
dow slams shut on Monday night. 

“I’m not aware of anything major going on 
regarding my players and I’m not anticipat¬ 


ing anything,” he said. “I’m not aware of any 
interest in Adam (Birchall) which is surpris¬ 
ing, but I’m not unhappy with that. 

“I think it would have to be Championship 
side or a top League One club to prise Adam 
away and a club who will go on and achieve 
things. It’s all speculation and we’re not 
pushing anything.” 

The Whites boss, who has said in the past 
that he wouldn’t stand in Birchall’s way of a 
move to a League club, feels that should his 
star striker earn a move away, it would be 
more likely at the start of next season. 

He said: “For him to go now would be very 
difficult as he will have to transfer from 
part-time to full-time football, which could 
take a couple of months. 

“It would be tough for him to make an 
impact for the kind of money these clubs 
would have to fork out. It may be something 
that carries on in the summer and that may 
suit everybody.”

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Call for disciplined response to punishment 


DEAL & BETTESHANGER chief David 
Storrie says lessons must be learned follow¬ 
ing their 15-point deduction for on-field vio¬ 
lence earlier this season. 

The Lions were handed the punishment 
after their home game against East 
Grinstead on October 30 was abandoned 
when fighting broke out between players, 
officials and supporters. 

Feeling the severity of the sanction was 
too harsh, Deal appealed against the judg¬ 
ment, but a Rugby Football Union (RFU) 
disciplinary panel last week dismissed the 
appeal. 

With his side now facing a battle to avoid 
relegation from London 2 South East, 
Storrie, the club’s director of rugby, said Deal 
would simply have to take its medicine and 
learn from the incident. 

He said: “I think the lessons are that 
everybody, spectators and players, have seen 
what happens when there’s foul play. 


“It was a severe lesson to all other clubs 
because there have been seven occasions 
this season of pitch invasions and [the RFU] 
won’t stand for it any more, so we are the 
sacrificial lamb.” 

Deal have also been handed a further 15- 
point deduction, suspended until the end of 
next season. 

Storrie added: “It’s another millstone hang¬ 
ing round our neck, the players are all 
aware of that and we just need to keep our 
discipline.” 

Having seen video evidence from the 
game, the original RFU panel handed East 
Grinstead an identical penalty and their 
view of the incident was damning. 

A statement read: “The events shown on 
the DVD footage cannot, and should not, be 
described as anything other than utterly 
shameful. They have no place in the game of 
rugby (or any sport) and offend against the 
heart of the game’s ethos.”

Shakey not ready to 
hang up his helmet

Sheppey superbike star 
of slowing down just yet 


A FTER more than 15 years 
in the saddle, Shane 
'Shakey Byrne’s appetite 
for winning titles looks as 
strong as ever following a move 
back to the British Superbike 
Championship (BSB). 

Over the years the Sheppey rider has 
grown to become one of Britain’s most popu¬ 
lar and successful riders. After quite humble 
beginnings, he has beaten some of the world’s 
greatest riders, and insists he is far from 
hanging up his helmet. 

Winning championships on two wheels has 
always been Shakey’s target from an early 
age and his first encounter with a bike came 
on holiday at a Butlins holiday camp at the 
age of six. From that day on, becoming a pro¬ 
fessional superbike rider became his aim. 

T he first step on the road to racing bikes 
came when he swapped a radio-con¬ 
trolled car for a bike, which he took 
scrambling, enjoying immediate success. 

After impressing on the scrambling 
scene, the step up to road racing failed 
to materialise and the superbike 
dream appeared to have 
stalled. However, it was during 
his time working for London 
Underground that he decided 
to go it alone and buy a road 
race bike with funds raised 
from selling his cars. 

“Lots of people talked about 
giving me a shot on a 
road-going bike, but it 
never happened,” he 
said. “I thought if any¬ 
one is going to make 
this happen it’s 
to have to be i 
had two track days 
under my belt before 
my first race in 1996 
at Brands Hatch, 
which I ended up 
winning. I thought 
"blimey I’m actually all 
right at this’. I had a big

wrist injury later that year, but from there 
on I got really lucky and 
away we went.” 

Byrne rapidly 
rose through the 
ranks but his big 
break came in 
1999, when he 
stepped up to the 
BSB with the 
Harris Kawasaki 
team. The following 
season was plagued by 
injuries, which included 
being run over, before a 


liver tear ended his season prematurely. 
Success returned in 2001 when he became 
privateer champion and his reward was a 
factory ride with Renegade Ducati. 

His stock rose after securing his first BSB 
crown in 2003, which included winning 12 
races and a sensational double as a wildcard 
rider in the British round of the World 
Superbike Championship at Brands Hatch, 
arguably his greatest achievement. 

O ff the back of his first BSB crown 
Byrne moved into unchartered 
waters by agreeing a deal with 
Aprilia to race against Valentino Rossi in 
MotoGR Results proved to be a struggle and 
looking back, he admits a second campaign 
in the series was a mistake. 

He said: “The MotoGP thing was really 
strange and people were talking about it 
before I even knew. Signing for Aprilia 
definitely wasn’t a mistake, it was a good 
move. I had some strong rides and the organ¬ 
isers of MotoGP were keen for me to stay. 

“I hung around and at the time I had 
,some good offers from factory World 
Superbike teams for 2005, but with every¬ 
body in MotoGP keen for me to stay, I hung 
about and I ended up getting the KTM deal. 

“This turned out to be an absolute disaster 
as they pulled their backing from it halfway 
through the season. I guess you could say 
2005 was a mistake.” 

After a largely disappointing two years, he 
returned to the BSB in 2006 and two years 
later the second crown arrived. Back onboard 
a Ducati with Ashford-based GSE racing he 
stormed to the title. 

Byrne was handed a second crack on the 
world stage with Althea Racing, but felt he 
was let down by machinery once again. 

Determined to show his class once again, 
he has joined HM Plant Honda for the 2011 
BSB campaign and is convinced he has a lot 
left in the tank. 

He said: “The target is to win another title 
first off and see where that takes us. I’m 34 
now but Max Biaggi has won the world title 
aged 40, so it is far from over. 

""The support from the fans over the years 
has been fantastic and one of the things I’m 
most looking forward to is riding around 
Brands Hatch.”

PROMISING Kent all-rounder 
Matt Coles has spoken of his 
delight at being offered a long¬ 
term contract by the county. 

The 20-year-old signed a three-year deal 
this week to put an end to speculation about 
his future after weeks of negotiations 
between the club and his agent. Coles, who 
was out of contract this year, was a player 
Kent identified as one to keep after the 
seamer forced his way into the side last 
summer, going on to take 27 wickets in his 
first season in county cricket. 

Speaking exclusively to Kent on Sunday 
from Perth in Australia, where he is spend¬ 
ing the winter preparing for the coming 
season, Coles said he was happy to have 
secured his future with the county. 

“I’m very pleased with the outcome and 
I’m looking forward to spending more 
time at the club and doing well for Kent 
and the supporters,” he said. “I’m glad it’s 
all sorted now. 

“The length of contract is good because I 
know where I will be for the next three 
years rather than a one or two year exten¬ 
sion, so it’s good for me and the club, as I am 
a homegrown player. 

“It has taken a bit of time but it’s been 
worth it for the outcome and that’s the main 
thing. I can now get back to enjoying my 
cricket and doing well for Kent.” 

Wrapping up the Coles deal is a good spot 
of business by the club, who now hope the 
likes of Sam Northeast, Joe Denly and Alex 
Blake, who are yet to sign extensions 
offered by the club, will follow his lead. 

After a slow start to his first full winter 
away from Kent, Coles is beginning to find 
his feet playing for Perth Cricket Club. He 
has been working alongside former 
Australian Test cricketer Bruce Reid, who is 
the club’s bowling coach, and has picked up 
tips from the likes of ex-England seamer 
Richard Johnson, now bowling coach for the 


England Lions, when they arrived for practice 
in Perth at the end of last year. 

“I’ve started doing a lot better after 
Christmas and it’s been good as I look to build 
up towards going back and playing for Kent,” 
he said. “I didn’t really start off too well, it 
took me a little while to get used to the wick¬ 
ets as I needed to bowl a little bit fuller, but 
now I seem to have sorted that out and it’s 
coming along nicely. 

“It’s my first winter away - it’s been expen¬ 
sive because of the exchange rate, but other 


than that it’s been a great experience. It’s 
been good for me to be away and a chance to 
get a bit more life experience and that’s 
worked really well. 

“I’ve learned so much from a lot of people 
such as Bruce Reid and I think that can only 
do me good. 

“I am now looking forward to getting back to 
Kent and starting the season well. I want to 
help us get off to a good start in the champi¬ 
onship and the aim is to get in the side and 
then keep my place.” 


Gills not shopping in transfer window 


THE TRANSFER window is likely to close on 
Monday night with no activity at Gillingham 
as assistant manager Ian Hendon insists the 
club are not interested in “quick fixes”, 
writes David Pritchard. 

If nothing happens the Gills will be in the 
minority in League Two, with 19 of the other 
23 clubs recruiting players over the last 
month. Most additions have been loan sign¬ 
ings, with half the division bringing in players 
from Premier League or Championship clubs. 

The quality they can bring was shown by 
Chesterfield at Priestfield on Tuesday night, 
where Manchester City’s Javan Vidal set up 
both goals from Deane Smalley, on loan 
from Oldham Athletic, in the 2-0 win for the 
league leaders. 

Despite watching most of the sides around 
the Gills improve their squads in the last 
month, Hendon says they are not worried. 

He said: “All I’d say to that is look at how 
Rotherham’s results have been of late, 
they’re not on a very good run and are prob¬ 
ably looking for a quick-fix. 

“We’re certainly not doing that, we have a

lot of faith in the players and belief that what 
we’ve got here is going well and we’re quite 
happy with that.” 


While Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler will 
be happy to get through the month with his 
squad still intact, it was hoped an experi¬ 
enced striker could be added as a back-up 
to first-choice pairing Cody McDonald and 
Adebayo Akinfenwa. 

Ultimately a lack of room in the playing 
budget, partly due to the use of several 
loan signings brought in during the first- 
half of the season, made any move very 
unlikely. 

It leaves Gillingham heading into the final 
three months of the season hoping their top 
two strikers will avoid injury and suspen¬ 
sion. But if one, or both, become unavail¬ 
able it may not spell disaster, with Hendon 
feeling in that scenario there may be some 
scope to dip into the loan market, which 
reopens next month. 

He said: “We can get loan players until the 
end of March so if we do have any problems 
or we feel we’re short somewhere, it would 
be time to knock on the chairman’s door and 
ask him, but at the moment we’re not in a 
rush to get anyone in.”
